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What Has the Church to Offer the Nation?

796—Whoe May Liense a Man to Preach? 

Question—Has the local church a right to license, or 
to ordain a man to preach the gospel ?—E. 

A local church may authorize a man to 
preach the gospel to its own body, but not 
elsewhere we think. The usual custom is 
to have ordination authorized by the annual 
conference. This, in a measure, guards 
against abusing the privilege. It is the right 
way, we think. 


797—How May We Spend the One-tenth? 


Question—Please tell me three good ways in which 
the one-tenth may be spent, or given to the cause 
of Christ.—A. 


We may rightfully spend the one-tenth 
which men are called upon to dedicate to 
the Lord’s service: 1. By giving a portion 
of it to support the missionary work. 2. 
We may wisely spend it to aid the worthy 
sick and poor, the needy ones about us. 3. 
We may and ought also to give a part of 
the one-tenth to support the cause of the 
Church of Christ at home, but there are 
many other ways in which it can be proper- 
ly spent. Just now we may spend a part 
of the one-tenth to aid the Red Cross in its 
work for the wounded and dying on the bat- 
tle-fields of Europe, and it may be it will 
soon be needed among our own soldiers. 


798—The Christian’s Rest 


Question—Is the “rest” of Heb. 4:5, not the con- 
dition of the Christian of Rom. 8?—A. D. 


No, I think not. In Heb. 4:5, Paul was 
referring to the Israelites who, through un- 
faithfulness, failed to enter into the rest 
that God promised His people in Canaan. 
In Rom. 8, we have the true rest that comes 
to the Christian through believing. In Heb. 
4:9, we have the promise of a rest that 
remains to the people of God, a state of 
blessedness which is to be given to the faith- 
ful, perhaps on earth as well as in Heaven. 
Paul uses two words for the rests he speaks 
of. In Heb. 4:5, he.uses the word kata- 
pausin, which means the rest that comes 
from the cessation from labor. In Heb. 
4:9, he uses the word sabbatismos, which 
not only means rest from labor, but a re- 
ligious rest of which both body and soul 
may partake, and this is most likely true, 
if applied to the rest of gospel blessedness, 
or to eternal felicity in the life to come. 


799—What Were the Speckled Horses? 
Question—Please explain Zech. 1: 2, 7, 8.—E. J. W. 
If you will turn to Num. 11:1, you will 
find one instance in which the fathers (the 
Israelites) had displeased the Lord by mak- 
ing complaints against His administration 
of the affairs of Israel. There are many 
other similar instances. recorded in the 
Bible. In verses 7 and 8, we have a sym- 
bolic representation of the conditions which 
were to come to pass in the course of events 


among men. It points to a call to repent- 
ance and a return to the Lord as a prepara- 
tion for a great future for Isrdel. In verse 
eight, the man riding upon a red horse is 
interpreted by some leading commentators, 
as referring to the Angel of Jehovah, con- 
sidered by many as really an appearance of 
Jesus before He was manifested in the flesh, 
as a marvelous prelude to His incarnation. 
See other instances as recorded in Josh. 
5:18; Ezek. 1: 26; Dan. 7:18; 10:5. The 
red horse was probably an emblem of war 
and bloodshed. The myrtle trees were re- 
garded as emblems of peace. The horses of 
three colors, red, speckled, and white, had 
some symbolic significance, possibly refer- 
ring to the grades of power and authority 
and excellence of angelic powers employed 
between Christ and men. At best, we may 
but dimly apprehend the sure meaning of 
these passages. 


780—Are We Going Astray? 


Question—Wednesday night we had our prayer- 
meeting. There were present five people. The at- 
tendance is nearly always small. On Thursday night 
we had a church social and the house was packed. 
Why is it thus?—J. H. 


Your question tells a story, and the story 
interprets itself. If we may judge your 
church by the facts involved in your ques- 
tion, then it is easy to explain. Religion is 
running at a very low tide. Indeed, it 
would seem as if the tide has stopped run- 
ning and is stagnant. The church people 
uncohsciously are passing judgment on 
themselves and so telling a sad story. Peo- 
ple usually attend what they like in the way 
of public occasions. In your case, you had 
five at the prayer-meeting and the house 
packed for a church social. Why? Oh, it 
is because only five had enough religion to 
induce them to attend the prayer-meeting, 
while hundreds had enough of the world in 
them to induce them to attend the social. 
They have written in language, which can- 
not well be misunderstood, the fact that 
they love not the worship of God, but that 
they love the things of the flesh. No other 
witnesses are needed but themselves. Five 
love the house of the Lord and His worship, 
and the great congregation care nothing 
about these things, but they are wonderfully 
in love with the things which minister to the 
flesh. I greatly fear, if the judgment should 
come during the social, the “socialities” 
would not be ready—that their lamps would 
not be trimmed and burning, and hence they 
could not be admitted. Is it any wonder 
that the church is having a hard time to do 
the Lord’s work when it is se filled with 
people who know not the Lord and so-do not 
love Him? J. H. well says the things they 
are having around’ the church are rotten, 
and till they stop such practices in the house 
of God, we need not look for good results 
in a spiritual way. 


781—When May One Be Ordained? 


Question—How long will a man have to preach in 
the o mn Church before he can be ordained? 
—A, 


The length of time varies with ectititiens. 
If a man is physically, morally, spiritually, 
and intellectually qualified to preach the 
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gospel, having been licensed for one or two 
years, he may, in the judgment of the con- 
ference, with which he is to be associated, 
be ordained to the full work of the minis- 
try. Some men are qualified only in part. 
For instance, a man may be physically 
strong, but he may be morally disqualified. 
He should not be ordained at all. He may 
be intellectually qualified, but not spiritual- 
ly qualified. He should not be ordained at 
all. A man might be physically, morally, 
and intellectually well qualified, but he 
might have no religious experience, he 
might not know the Lord at all in the for- 
giveness of sins. If these facts could be 
known, such a man should not be ordained 
at all. Again a man might be physically, 
morally, and spiritually qualified, but not 
intellectually prepared. In such an instance 
a man should not be ordained, as it is not 
wise to put up a man to teach people the 
truth, when he is more ignorant than the 
people to whom he ministers. Occasionally 
men of remarkable moral and spiritual 
gifts have been ordained to the work of the 
ministry when very deficient in intellectual 
training, but such cases are few, and for 
the reason that but few men are so quali- 
fied. No man ought to be admitted to ordi- 
nation, if the people, good spiritually mind- 
ed people, who are expected to be respon- 
sible for his work, agree that he is not a 
suitable man. Some times it is said: “But 
he feels called to preach.” Yes, I know 
that, but his feeling he is called to preach, 
is not proof that the Lord has called him 
to preach the gospel. It may be a human 
notion without divine backing. In such a 
case, ordination should not be given. Our 
people need to exercise great care in admit- 
ting men to the ministry. They should be 
careful, in the first place, not to keep out 
any man whom the Lord has called to the 
work. On the other hand, they should be 
very careful not to ordain any man to the 
work of the ministry, if they cannot be 
brought to believe that the candidate has 
been called of God to the work. You may 
be sure if God has called him to preach, he 
can and will preach. It would be wrong to 
hinder such a man. We do not take the 
extreme view, held by some people—namely, 
that no man must be permitted to preach 
the gospel unless he has college training. 
College training is very desirable, but it is 
not absolutely essential in all cases, for 
many of the preachers of real power have 
never had college training. This, however, 
is no plea against a college education for a 
minister, but in its favor. It is said that 
there are exceptions to all rules. It is so 
in this case. One of the most serious blun- 
ders the Christian Church has made, has 
been admitting to ordination men who were 
not prepared to enter the work and who have 
never prepared themselves. We need men 
for the ministry who have at least a three- 
fold qualification: 1. A true spiritual ex- 
perience. 2. A good moral character. 3. 
A thorough intellectual training.. The first 
and second of these are absolutely essential 
and the third is very necessary, but not ab- 
solute.

tion in the last thirty years among 

a certain class of cultured people 
than science. If a thing is not scientific, 
it cannot be commissioned for service, nor 
indeed can it be given even a place of com- 
mon decency in this circle. If it is to be 
honored at all, it must be “scientific, you 
know.” It has been science this and science 
that! At one time science was making 
much havoc of religion and revelation, mak- 
ing a good many people feel that they 
had no religion left. It was a dark day 
for the cause of Christianity, as seen from 
the scientific standpoint. Some thirty years 
ago we remember some man published a 
volume of several hundred pages, the title 
of which was: The Conflict Between Science 
and Religion. For several years religion 
was to the scientific world just what Ger- 
many now is to the world war, at least in 
the estimation of a good many people. (f 
course, the fight is on yet, but it may not be 
so vigorous as in the long ago, and for that 
fact there is a reason, and a most interest- 
ing reason, too. 

The Literary Digest tells us that a 
“Scrap-heap of Science” has been found, 
actually found and revealed by scientists, 
so we guess there can be no mistake about 
it—it does exist, and now a good many peo- 
ple will breathe freer, and we hope live 
happier, only it seems to us that the man 
or the woman who has the divine life im- 
planted within the heart, could not be easily 
shaken, not even by the loud claims of 
science, falsely so called. We speak ad- 
visedly. Much of the stuff used to frighten 
professing Christians under the name of 
science, was falsely so called, not only by 
Paul, but by modern scientists as well. If 
proof is desired, we have it in the article 
in The Literary Digest. Prof. William H. 
Hobbs, of the University of Michigan, in an 
address delivered some time ago, on The 
Making of Scientific Theories, admitted as 
much. In that address he declared that 
many opinions currently believed to be firm- 
ly established have been superseded—that 
while they still hold sway in the opinions 
of a good many people and in text-books, 
they have really been sent to the scrap- 
heap. He names several of these scientific 
Gibraltars. Some of them are: Mal- 
let’s “centrum theory of earthquakes,” 
Helmholtz’s “limit of atmospheric height,” 
“the supposed temperature of the earth’s 
center,” Ferrel’s “theory of atmospheric 
whirls at the poles,” together with Laplace’s 
“nebula theory of the origin of the uni- 
verse.” If these go to make up a scrap- 
heap of science, who can tell us that hun- 
dreds of other so-called, but falsely so called 
scientific theories do not belong on the same 
pile? It was science that was expected to 
destroy the Christian’s faith, and behold 
Christianity is rising to its zenith, while 
the scientific theories are making up a 
scrap-heap in the world’s back-yard. It is 
true that a good many of these would-be 
scientists are still hoping to bring forth 
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something that will show their earlier 
claims substantiated, but they are looking 
in vain. All true science has God for its 
Author, and does any one suppose that God 
was not too good and too wise to give the 
world a revelation of the salvation of the 
lost through Jesus Christ, and then turn up- 
on His own work and give the world science 
which should prove that the revelation He 
had given of Himself and His plan of sal- 
vation for the saving of the world was all 
false, or at least so mixed with error that 
the people to whom He made this revela- 
tion of His great love, could not make sure 
of its truth, because the science given by 
the same hand disproved it? Alas, how 
foolish some wise men can be in the higher 
realms of knowledge! Such an idea is worse 
than foolish. Oh, if we mortals could learn 
some sense! 

Prof. Hobbs, referred to above, in said 
address, declares that scientific theories, 
even as constructed to-day, with the aid of 
modern equipment and the inheritance 
which is ours by right, may contain fatal 
elements of weakness, though they be pro- 
mulgated by scientific men of the highest 
rank and attainments. That is certainly 
a generous confession to come from a man 
of scientific attainment! 

We have heard of people who finally 
were driven to “bite the dust.” It is no sur- 
prise to us that leading scientists have al- 
ready had such an experience. It will be 
no surprise if similar results follow their 
scientific investigations in the future. 

The God of the universe is still alive and 
in due time He will bring a complete vin- 
dication of His own everlasting Word. Ai- 
ready He has vindicated it to the extent 
that His Word is marching on to victory to 
the ends of the earth, while the implements 
of His enemies, according to their own ad- 
missions, are lying out on a scrap-heap. 
What a testimony! We have heard of a 
living testimony, but this scrap-heap scems 
to us to be a pile of dead testimony, and 
though dead, it is speaking more vigorously 
against the claims of those who were a few 
years ago so sure that these would uproot 
and destroy the power of the Word among 
the people, than they did while living. 

As a matter of fact, the Bible has a 
larger circulation to-day than it has ever 
had in the ages of its history, so far as the 
facts are known. The Bible is literally 
sown broadcast over Christendom, and is 
fast hastening to the ends of the earth with 
its glorious light for the people who are 
sitting in darkness, while its old-time enemy 
is fighting for existence with many of its 
theories dumped upon the scrap-heap—no 
longer of any service to men. Let us bless 
the Lord for all of His great goodness to 
His people! Let us never again be afraid 
of any enemy which boasts itself as stand- 
ing against the immutable and everlasting 
Word of God. Here let us rest—we have 
nothing to fear from science! 


A FEW DAYS IN THE KEYSTONE 
STATE 


Several weeks ago we engaged to spend a 
few days in the early part of June with 
our brethren in the Rays Hill and Southern 
Pennsylvania Christian Conference in the 
Sunday-school and Christian Endeavor In- 
stitute, to be held with the Jerusalem 
church, in Whips Cove. Accordingly we 
left Dayton in the evening of June 7, going 
by way of the C. H. & D. to Cincinnati, 
and thence by the Baltimore and Ohio to 
Hancock, Md., where we arrived on Friday 
morning, June 8, at ten a.m. On the way 
from Dayton to Hancock, we had the com- 
pany of our neighbor, Rev. O. T. Devers, 
Secretary of the Young People’s Work in the 
United Brethren Church, who by his pleas- 
ant companionship added much to the pleas- 
ure of the trip. 


On arrival in Hancock, Md., Brother 
Sharpe, of the Jerusalem church, met us 
and took us on his auto across the hills and 
valleys over into Pennsylvania. Reaching 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Hess, near 
the church, we stopped and took dinner, 
after which we entered the Institute, where 
a good program had been arranged, and up- 
on which the brethren were already at work. 
The morning session had been completed, 
in which the address of welcome and the 
response had been given, the enrolment of 
delegates made, and the subject, Js Your 
School a Working School, and If Not, Why 
Not? discussed. 

In the afternoon, the topic for discussion 
was: The Influence of the Rural Sunday- 
school, which was discussed by Brothers 
Scott Bottenfield, W. R. Daniels, F. M. 
Diehl, and others, whose names we cannot 
now recall. This was followed by a query 
box. Questions were asked and assigned to 
special persons for answer. It was quite an 
interesting part of the program. Teacher- 
Training was the topic of the evening ses- 
sion and it was, too, an interesting and help- 
ful hour. 

On Saturday The Relation of the Pastor 
to the Sunday-school was discussed by a 
number of brethren, including Brothers 
Garland, Duvall, G. W. Mellott, and Amos 
Sharpe. Again came the query box which 
elicited an interesting discussion of various 
topics. 

Saturday afternoon the topic, What Fs 
Your Vision of the Sunday-school and 
Christian Endeavor Work in This Confer- 
ence? It was discussed by Rev. Jacob Pow- 
ers, David Hollingshead, A. F. Foor, U. J. 
Bennett, and others. The evening service 
was given over to a sermon by one of the 
visiting brethren. There was a good at- 
tendance and much interest in the various 
topics discussed. As usual a number of the 
ministers were absent. We hope they had 
good reasons for their absence, for they 
missed a most profitable session of this 
body, now more than thirty years old. 

In this session Brother J. G. Collins serv- 
ed as president, Brother Ira D. Mellott as 
secretary, and Brothers I. D. Mellott, F. P. 
Plessinger, and Aaron Layton as the Pro- 
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gram Committee. Sunday was given over 
to two preaching services, and morning and 
evening a visiting brother preached. It was 
a day of blessing and will long be remem- 
bered. 

At the close of the afternoon service, Bro. 
Hess took us in his automobile six miles 
away to spend the night and Monday with 
Bro. and Sister I. D. Mellott, where we also 
met Brother and Sister Mellott, Sr., father 
and mother of Brother I. D.—both far ad- 
vanced on life’s journey, but still fairly 
active for old age. 

Monday, near.the noon hour, little Nellie, 
the youngest daughter of Brother I. D. Mel- 
lott accidently cut an artery in her hand. 
It became necessary to take her to a doctor 
quickly, as the flow of blood could not be 
stopped by an ordinary means. The family 
physician being away, it was necessary to 
drive nine miles to Hancock, Md., to get the 
assistance of a surgeon. The father drove 
and I held the child in my lap for the nine 
miles. It was a race for the safety of the 
child. All along the way the bleeding was 
free and now and then the blood would 
come with a spurt, but when we reached the 
surgeon, the work of stopping the flow of 
blood was quickly accomplished. Little 
Nellie was quite brave and endured the tak- 
ing up of the artery and the sewing up of 
the wound without the aid of any anesthetic. 

The most of my stay in Fulton County 
was in the home of Brother and Sister 
Aaron Layton, where I shared its comforts 
and met many other visiting friends. Their 
kindness, together with that of others in 
the Keystone State, will long be remem- 
bered. 

Among the other active workers in the 
Institute, I may name Miss Blanche Smith, 
a leader in the work of organizing the wom- 
en of her conference for missions, not only 
so, but she is giving special attention to 
organizing the children for the same good 
work. During the sessions of this Institute 
she organized the children of the Jerusalem 
church. 


One of the most interesting features of 
the work of the Institute was the singing, 
under the leadership of Miss Emma Win- 
‘ters. It was a real pleasure to hear the 
music furnished under her direction. The 
Jerusalem church is a most interesting field. 
Rev. Lewis A. Duvall is the pastor, and 
seems to be giving his time to the work in 
a most commendable and _ whole-hearted 
way. 

We received quite a number of new sub- 
scribers to THE HERALD, and also sold more 
than twenty-five copies of Garden Spots in 
the Old Testament, and also several other 
books. We are indebted to Miss Dora 
Means, of Flintstone, Md., for splendid 
assistance in making the sales of Garden 
Spots.

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SOME BEACON LIGHTS IN FOREIGN 
LANDS 


Some of the most hopeful gleams of gos- 
pel light are coming to us from the lands 
of darkness. The work in Korea is really 
an example to the home Church in the way 
of Christian zeal, personal sacrifice, and real 
liberality in the extension of the gospel. 

We are told that there is a church in 
Hati, West Africa, which was organized 
twelve years ago and now has a membership 
of 2,297. It has meant something to gatlier 
in these people from the strongholds of 
heathenism. The missionaries did not take 
in just any who would offer for member- 
ship regardless of Christian character. We 
are told that all of these people were 
required to do certain things. In the first 
place they had to renounce the fetish they 
had been worshiping, and that was a test 
of no ordinary significance. Then they had 
to pay their debts, or not come into the 
church, and that was right, for certainly no 
man can be a Christian and wilfully refuse 
to pay his honest debts. They had also to 
give up polygamy as a sin. That is, if a 
man had three wives, or a woman had three 
or more husbands, he or she ust give up 
the extra companion before he could come 
into and be a part of the Church of Christ. 
To make such sacrifices meant no little test- 
ing for them, and the fact that they did it, 
speaks loudly for the faith they have. It 
is no wonder then that such a church sup- 
ports 107 evangelists and Bible readers. It 
is said that native workers in this church 
led 500 people to confess Christ last year. 
Brethren, has Christian America any fruits 
of this kind? Have we a single church in 
the United States which, in a single year, 
by the efforts of its own members, led 500 
people to confess Christ? If such a church 
can be found, do report to this office, for 
we should like to prove our own surmise 
false. But where shall we find the church? 

There is good news from the land of 
China. We are told that the China Inland 
Mission, which celebrated its Jubilee a year 
ago, has carried the gospel into all parts 
of that country. Its foreign workers, in- 
cluding wives of missionaries, number 
1,063; salaried Chinese workers, 1,694, and 
then they have 1,071 unpaid Chinese help- 
ers. They have 754 organized churches con- 
nected with the mission, and more than 34,- 
000 communicants. This is the mission with 
which the life of J. Hudson Tayler was so 
prominently connected, indeed, it was or- 
ganized by Dr. Taylor and led by him 
through the Spirit, till about ten or twelve 
years ago, when the Lord called him to his 
reward. Dr. Taylor once told of how he 
came to undertake this great work. He said 
one day, when he was praying and medi- 
tating, as to his life-work, the Lord said to 
him: “I am going to evangelize China. If 
you will come and walk with me, I will use 
you to do it!” He said then and there he 
made the surrender te the Lord and started 
within a short time to China, and there he 
spent his life in giving the gospel to that 
people. He suffered a great many things in 
doing the work, but, so far as we can recall 
from the reading of his life, there was not 
a murmur on account of his sufferings, and 
he ‘steadily pushed on in the work till some 
ten or twelve years ago he laid his armor 
by and went to be with the Master who had 
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called him to undertake this great work. 
To-day, though the original leader has been 
gone for several years, the work goes right 
on and through it God is evangelizing 
China, even as He promised His servant He 
would do, nor is there any likelihood that the 
work will at all come to nought. He who 
began the work through Hudson Taylor can 
carry it on through another of His own 
choosing. When D. L. Moody died, many 
thought the great schools for the training 
of Christian workers would come to nought 
because Moody was gone, but these schools 
have not died, not even stood still—they are 
growing and doing a wonderful work in the 
way of preparing laborers for the field. It 
was just that way with the China Inland 
Mission—God called a man to begin the 
work, and though that worker has been call- 
ed from the field, the Lord put a successor 
in his place and the work is going on grand- 
ly to the glory of God in the saving of the 
people of China. We praise God for at 
least a few men who can and do trust and 
obey the God who calls them to service.

9:17) These are the words 
of Him who is “the same yesterday, and 
to-day, and forever.”—Great Commission 
Prayer League. 


*** They say the old-fashioned prayer- 
meeting is going out of fashion. No won- 
der, for we do not pray very much any 
more, and so why have a prayer-meeting, 
when praying is not done? Alas, we fear 
the old prayer-meeting is going out of fash- 
ion because the old-time Christians are not 
plentiful nowadays. It is a long way from 
the old-time prayer-meeting to our new- 
fangled social service. We scarcely realize 
how far it is away. The Northwestern 
Christian Advocate tells of the days when 
prayer-meetings meant something. He gives 
an account of such a meeting as held in 
1643, as follows: 


We spent from nine in the morning to 
five in the afternoon graciously. After Dr. 
Twisse had begun a brief prayer, Mr. 
Marshall prayed large two hours, most di- 
vinely confessing the sins of the assembly 
in a wonderful, prudent, and pathetic way. 
After Mr. Arrowsmith preached an hour, 
then a psalm; thereafter Mr. Vines prayed 
near two hours, and Mr. Palmer preached 
an hour, and Mr. Seaman prayed near two 
hours, then a psalm; after Mr. Henderson 
brought them to a sweet conference of the 
heat confest in the assembly, and other seen 
faults to be remedied, and the convenience 
to preach against all sects, especially Ana- 
baptists and Antinomians. Dr. -Twisse 
closed with a short prayer and blessing. 

Now “if we should place one of our mod- 
ern prayer meetings up against this ac- 
count,” the Methodist editor suspects the 
difference could be discerned. He describes 
a specimen ‘of the up-to-date product of 
prayer-meeting evolution as follows: 

Brother A , the pastor, opened the 
prayer service (the mid-week meeting, he 
called it) with two or three songs, after 
which he prayed three minutes. Then came 
the Scripture lesson (five verses), upon 
which he commented for seven minutes. A 
few songs were sung, after which he called 
for voluntary prayers—“Will four or five 
please lead us in voluntary prayer?” After 
another song, he called for sentence- 
prayers; and then, seeing that the audience 
were becoming weary, he announced, “We 
will now change the order of the service 
and throw the meeting open for testimony. 
Let the testimonies be short and crisp and 
to the point.” A few responded with sen- 
tence-testimonies; after this there was one 
more song and the meeting was dismissed. 
Time, forty-seven minutes. 





We believe these are two true pictures! 
But, oh, the difference! No doubt many of 
our modern church members could stand it 
to stay in a theater from nine in the morn- 
ing to five in the afternoon, if they were 
witnessing a play of doubtful proprie‘y, but 
to stay and listen to a man pray for two 
hours—well, we moderns are not in for that 
sort of a thing, and we fear many are not 
in for heaven. May the Lord open our eyes 
and hearts to love His house and His serv- 
ice far more truly than we love the theater. 
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THE CHURCH AND CONSERVATION OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


As society becomes more complicated so 
alo the problems with which it is concerned. 
To-day the questions demanding our atten- 
tion are less subject to classification as re- 
ligious, moral, industrial, or economic than 
our references to them might indicate. 
They are rather social questions, with an 
inseparable interlacing of all of these 
aspects. Perhaps the tardiness in their so- 
lution has been due not a little to the fact 
that the propagandist of economic and in- 
dustrial reform has been blind to the moral 
and religious aspect without which the real- 
ization of his program is a physical impos- 
sibility. On the other hand certain loyal 
advocates of religion as a corrective have 
been oblivious of the economic factors which 
are measurably responsible for moral condi- 
tions. Therefore, their Utopian dreams are 
a moral impossibility. Practically all of our 
problems are just life problems and not 
problems of the separated departments of 
life. 

The church is awakening to the fact that 
since the preservation of life is a religious 
duty the sustentafion of life is equally so, 
for it is only a modified application of the 
same principle. When the food supply of a 
nation is threatened it becomes a religious 
duty to avert it by a program of conserva- 
tion and increased production. 

In view of the present needs of the world, 
accentuated by the war and an increasing 
urban population in our own country, the 
recent session of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America held in 
Washington, laid emphasis upon Christian 
duty in these regards in its pronouncement. 

We are told that the kitchens of the 
United States waste an average of $700,- 
000,000 annually. In England a similar sit- 
uation was regarded so important that King 
George issued a manifesto on the subject to 
be read in the churches for four consecu- 
tive Sundays. 

The Federal Council charged the rural 
pastor with the responsibility of bringing 
the necessity of increased production to the 
attention of his parishioners, and all min- 
isters to emphasize carefulness in the use 
of food supplies. All educational, civic, and 
religious organizations were asked to co- 
operate in this program. 

Waste is criminal and conservation is 
Christian economy. A just distribution of 
food stuffs is quite as important as ade- 
quate production. The whole population 
should be well nourished, but if there should 
any lack, let it be among the idlers. Both 
patriotism and social justice demand that at 
this time men should not make gain from 
the necessities of the people. He is a traitor 
who uses the nation’s crisis for personal 
profit to the disadvantage of others. While 
men are giving their lives other men of 
wealth should be giving their substance. 
The expense of the war now, or in the future 
should not be upon those who are fighting 
the battles. Present wealth should assume 
the financial responsibility just as present 
life is assuming the mortal responsibility. 

Gifford Pinchot, America’s foremost con- 
servationist, advised the Council that the 
food question is much more serious than

people realize. Every wheat-producing 
country in the world has a short crop this 
year. Many tillers of the soil have gone to 
war, thus reducing the size of the crops. 
Unless America steps into the breach, the 
people of Belgium and France, as well as 
all soldiers in the trenches, cannot be fed. 

The supply of food has become the main 
issue and the great duty of the war. Mr. 
Pinchot prophesied that if the war is not 
settled this year by arms it will be settled 
against the allies next year by hunger un- 
less the United States supplies the food. If 
there is not food England will be conquered, 
her fleet taken and her enemy become the 
master of the world. He argued that the 
most immediate and effective way to reach 
the former is through the church, and that 
the mission of the church to be employed in 
this kind of service. He also stated that 
the urgency of the situation would admit of 
no delay. Every woman must save her bit 
and every man must do his bit. 

Space here will not permit elaboration. 
Three valuable bulletins are put out by the 
Department of Agriculture of the Federal 
Government and are free for the asking. 


They are “Watch Your Kitchen Waste,” 
“Help Feed Yourself,” and “Food Crops 
Must be Increased.” Any one interested 
who will write to Mr. Earl Vrooman, As- 
sistant Secretary, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C., will receive these 
bulletins without further expense.

2. How will He come?

The second coming of our Lord will not, 
in any sense of the term, be a repetition of 
His first coming. Only is He “once for fav- 
ored sinners slain.” There is just “one sac- 
rifice for sins forever.” The “one” is suf- 
ficient, fully, and grandly adequate for the 
needs of the whole world. Man may accept 
it and be saved, saved most gloriously, or 
reject it and be lost—lost most miserably. 
It will never be repeated, no matter what 
be the disposition of man toward it. 


The second coming of the Christ will be 


(a) Personal, actual, literal. 


No spiritual manifestation can fulfil the 
prophecies relative to His second advent. It 
must be the same Being who went away. 
The Word is plain. “This same Jesus— 
shall so come.” “I will come again.” “The 
Son of Man shall come.” “He shall send 
Jesus Christ.” Few would dare deny that 
the Lord Jesus was a personal, actual, lit- 
eral Being when on earth. Strange as it 
may seem, some do deny the personal phase 
of the second advent. In this they utterly 
fail to catch either the spirit or the letter 
of prophecy. Though sometimes making 
more or less of a name for themselves 
among men, like the ecclesiastics of old 
Jerusalem, “their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes have they closed.” If the 
returning Bridegroom is not a personal Be- 
ing, then it follows, as a natural sequence, 
that He was not a personal being during 
the period of His blessed ministry on earth, 
and also that the Bride is not personal at 
all. “This same Jesus” “of flesh and 
bones” “shall so come.” Yes, bearing 
the very marks of the incarnate Christ, the 
prints of the nails in His hands, and the 
scars also where the spear thrust His side, 
but risen, glorified, immortal, infinite, om- 
nipotent in power. 

(b) Visible, plainly observable to all man- 
kind. 


No secret, silent, unseen manifestation of 
even His personal presence can answer the 
prophecies. The whole race of man will 
be instantly aware of the presence of the 
Christ. It is written, “Every eye shall see 
Him, and they also which pierced Him.” 
And again, “They shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven.” Great 
noise will accompany His descent to earth, 
“For the Lord Himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God.” 
This will strike, fairly paralyzing, terror to 
those not prepared to meet Him, “and then 
shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, when 
they shall see the Son of man coming in 
the clouds of heaven.” The clouds will be 
as visible then as now, and through the 


visible clouds will the Lord be visibly seen 
“coming the second time.” 


Lo, He comes with clouds descending, 
Once for favored sinners slain!

(c) Unexpected. 

A most rosy-hued picture, indeed, has 
been held forth by some of the world, con- 
verted, ready, and expectant, at the coming 
of the Lord. But such is not the Scriptural 
view of either the conditions immediately 
preceding, or at the time of the second com- 
ing of the Christ. It will be quite unex- 
pected by the wicked old world at large, and 
not’ much more so by the nominal Church in 
the world. There is most abundant Scrip- 
ture to sustain this point, for instance: 

“For in such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh” (Rev. 3:8). 

“The day of the Lord will come as a 
thief in the night” (2 Peter 3:10). 

“For yourselves know perfectly, that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in the 
night” (1 Thes. 5: 2). 

“If therefore thou shalt not watch, I will 
come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not 
know what hour I will come upon thee” 
(Matt. 24: 44). 

Both the conditions preceding the uni- 
versal deluge, and the fate of the ungodly 
world in the days of Noah, as also the cities 
of the plain, in the days of Lot, are given 
us, by the great Teacher, as illustrations of 
the world, and its fate, in the day when the 
Son of man is revealed. See Matt. 24: 37, 
89; Luke 17: 26-30. 

This is an awful condition of affairs, cer- 
tainly no picture of the world’s conversion 
before the advent, nor afterward, to carry 
the figure to its logical conclusion. The 
wicked, unregenerate world overtaken 
again, not by a flood of waters, but by the 
sweeping besom of destruction, “when it 
rained fire and brimstone from heaven, and 
destroyed them all. Even thus shall it be 
in the day when the Son of man is reveal- 
ed.” The powers of evil in the ascendent. 
“Evil men and seducers waxing worse and 
worse, deceiving and being deceived.” De- 
struction waiting at the doors, bursting sud- 
denly, and sweeping all before it. 


“Ye rebel hosts, how vain your rage 
Against your sovereign Lord! 
What madness urges to engage 
The terrors of His sword?” 


Not only the world at large, but many 
professed Christians, will be unprepared ‘for 
the meeting “face to face.” And all this 
in spite of the many warnings by Christ 
and His apostles. Why is this? Indeed we 
may well stop and make inquiry. Doubt- 
less it is due to misled “watchmen on the 
walls of Zion.” They see no “enemy” in 
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sight, and are crying, “Peace, peace, when 
there is no peace.” Is it not a sorrowful 
fact that there are many trying to please 
congregations “having itching ears, and 
turn their ears away from the truth, and 
the truth is turned into fables?” See 2 
Tim. 4:1-5. Is the dispensing of “the por- 
tion of meat due in season,” the preaching 
of “present truth” general? 

Let the Church and ministry gird on the 
armor of righteousness and truth, take “the 
sword of the Spirit in hand,” and the world 
will sit up and take notice.

(d) With exceeding glory and with ir- 
resistible power.

The usefulness of tract distribution has 
been questioned, but not by any Christian 
who is familiar with the work of the Relig- 
ious Tract Society and other great agencies 
that have used the “silent missive” as a 
means of proclaiming the gospel. Christian 
literature proves to all investigators that 
many of the most useful gospel workers 
were led to God through tracts. As the 
distribution of tracts is work that any of us 
can do, no one has any reason to lament 
inability to be of service for Christ by means 
that are as likely to prove as fruitful as any 
work in which Christians are engaged. 

The following, from an article on “Tract 
Work,” by the editor of a well-known relig- 
ious paper, well illustrates the importance of 
preaching the gospel by means of printer’s 
ink: “One day while on a railroad train the 
editor of The Christian passed out some 
tracts to the few passengers on board. They 
were received with courtesy, though without 
apparent interest, but a few years later the 
editor of one of the most widely circulated 
religious papers in the country -told in his 
editorial column of the blessing he had re- 
ceived from that tract passed to him by 
that unknown hand, and gave the name of 
the tract and circumstances that identified 
the giver..... Two copies of another tract 
we publish were given to two young men. 
They were both converted, and when they 
later became preachers of the gospel of 
Christ they attributed their conversion to 
the reading of that tract.”

THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH’S CHARTER 


“The Word of our 
Isa. 40: 8. 

“When Edward I. of England conquered 
Scotland, he destroyed the annals of their 
history.” “What!” cried Wallace, when he 
heard of it, “do the traitors think that by 
robbing Scotland of her annals, they de- 
prive her of her palladium? Fools, Scot- 
land’s history is in the memories of her 
sons.” 

Likewise the Palladium, the eternal 
truths of God, are in the hearts of the sons 
of God. The Bible may be destroyed on 
earth, but in heaven it is eternally fixed 
beyond the reach of man for alteration, 
changes of any kind, by modern methods, 
etc. 

As we stand on the pinnacle of God’s 
eternal truths, and carefully point our tele- 
scope back over the mists and clouds of 
sectarian confusion that move at our feet, 
and glance over the hundreds of years of 
utter darkness, strife, and malice, we be- 
hold, with a spiritual eye, on the mountain 
of God’s own holiness “The Christian 
Church,” the temple of the living God, lus- 
trious with the light of His own glory. 
“Who is this that cometh up from the wil- 
derness, leaning upon her beloved?” Clear 
and conclusive, The Bride and Bridegroom. 
“Fair as the moon, clear as the sun, and 
terrible as an army with banners.” I see, 
I see, within the “charter,” manifestations 
of divinity, organization, visibility, oneness, 
holiness of heart and purpose, unchange- 
ableness, indestructibility, and perpetuity. 


God sha!l stand forever.”— 


A charter is an instrument in writing 
granted by the sovereign, conferring certain 
rights and privileges. In this case God is 
the Sovereign and the Bible is the charter 
given His Church. Neither is to be abolish- 
ed or amended (Isa. 40: 8). 

The Church whose charter the Bible is is 
that holy society of believers in Christ Je- 
sus, which He founded and of which He is 
the only Head, and in which He dwells by 
His Spirit. In the Church the divine will, 
as revealed in the Charter, is supreme. 

We have come to the “Golden Age” (so- 
called modernism). When in philosophy, 
science, and religion there is a tendency to 
deify doubt, incredulity seems to be a sign 
of intelligence. Agnosticism—a thing of 
blank negations—is the ruling spirit of the 
times. St. Paul affirms, “But the Spirit 
distinctly says that in later times there will 
be some who will fall away from the faith, 
and devote their attention to misleading 
spirits,” ete. (1 Tim. 4:1, 20th T.) 

In view of these conditions a new word, 
“pessimism,” has come into religious liter- 
ature. Some ministers think it a “bug- 
bear,” and are awfully afraid of it, and will 
brand the man who attempts to be a “pessi- 
mist,” but with flights of oratory, spark- 
ling with optimistic illustration, make haste 
to let the world know they are not pessi- 
mists.” Well, I am a “pessimist,” while I 
write this article, at least. I believe there 
are evils or wrongs, in the church, in the 
state, and in the world of business, and 
every one of them may, and ought to be, 
righted. Whatever may be made better 
ought to be made better; whatever ought to

be made better may be made better. If the 
Holy Spirit be allowed to work in the hearts 
of men, a great chance will take place. 

Of late a class of men have sprung up 
who think this old Charter needs to be re- 
vised, or ought to be set aside. They have 
tried their hands at amending it by “poly- 
chrome.” They have faulted it on scientific, 
historic, and ethical ground. Thank God, 
it can be stated, from the highest authority, 
that not one divine fact in it, not one priv- 
ilege guaranteed to men by it, has been set 
aside. 

“The Word of our God shall stand for- 
ever.” It is far within the bounds of his- 
toric truth to state that there is no ancient 
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document whose authenticity and genuine- 
ness can be more clearly proven. It is as- 
serted that our Charter originated at a very 
much later date than we supposed. Ah, 
allow me to say, no one need fear to say 
that long before Virgil or Horace sang, long 
before Cicero or Demosthenes spoke, long 
before Caesar crossed the Rubicon, or Alex- 
ander marched on Babylon, or the Greeks 
met the Persians at Marathon, or before 
Trojan and Greek met around the walls of 
Troy, as told by Homer, Moses had-declared 
the foundation principles of the Church’s 
Charter. Observe: “And did all eat the 
same spiritual meat; and did all drink the 
same spiritual drink: for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed them: and 
that Rock was Christ.” 

Whosoever have been born of the Spirit 
of God are not left in doubt about this. 
They have learned to know, men have in- 
vestigated the claims of the Bible with an 
unbiased purpose; have taken its manu- 
scripts and labored to ascertain their auth- 
orship and origin, and the _ intellectual 
testimony of the scholarship of the world 
and the spiritual testimony of the ex- 
perience of the world alike is that 
there is no book in the world like the Bible, 
and no literature like this literature to com- 
fort, console, to strengthen, to help, and to 
aid mankind. 

The great lawyers like Webster, and the 
great statesmen like Wm. E. Gladstone, the 
great scholars of all civilized lands have 
come to the deliberate and well-considered 
judgment that the great central statement 
of the Church’s Charter is historically 


established. The seal of God is stamped 
upon it, neither to be amended or set aside. 
It contains two volumes. The writers of 
Vol. II, quote 320 times from Vol. I, show- 
ing that Vol. I was known to the writers 
in the New Testament. There are nineteen 
quotations from Genesis, twenty-four from 
Exodus, twelve from Leviticus, two from 
Numbers, twenty-six from Deuteronomy, 
fifty from Isaiah, six each from Proverbs 
and Zachariah. In all, there are 832 quota- 
tions and references in the New Testament 
to the Old Testament. St. Paul said to the 
church at Thessalonica: “Prove all things; 
hold fast that which is good” (yield not to 
a substitute). The charter can’t be destroy- 
ed. They have burned it, ridiculed it, laugh- 
ed at it; riot and scorn have failed, but the 
eternal truths will stand forever, unchange- 
able. 


There have been, it is thought, great im- 
provements made in the modern methods of 
carrying on the work of the churches. Or- 
ganizations now exist in them that were 
not known a little while ago. There never 
was such attention given to music as now. 
There never were such efforts made to at- 
tract and please the young people as at 
present, nor were there ever so many 
fine church edifices, institutional churches, 
no lack of intellectual culture, or material 
wealth, churches with libraries, writing 
rooms, billiard tables, gymnasium. Great 
have been the improvements, it is averred, 
that have been made in the methods of 
church work, and in the means of inducing 
people to come to the churches. What is 
the matter? As I see it, our country 
churches are dying, and some in the cities. 
A city not far from my home, capital of the 
State, once we had...... Is not the attention 
of the Church to some extent being diverted 
from her chief business, to give attention 
to other things which she imagines are 
necessary to her success? Is the attention 
of the Church concentrated on her chief and 
only business, or is it diverted therefrom 
by other notions of duty? The only busi- 
ness and aim of the Church, according to 
the Charter, the only source of authority on 
the subject, is to evangelize the world. The 
business of the Church is spiritual and, like 
its Originator, is not to be a teacher of 
science, or of gymnastics, nor an imitator 


of sports; but a Savior of men’s souls 
and an Alleviator of their physical 
sufferings. St. Paul said: “Follow me as 


I follow Christ.” 


Some time ago I read, I think in The 
Sabbath Reading, the following: 


CHURCH GAMBLING 


As the heavy prison bolts turned on the 
minister, he looked sadly on the prisoners 
in their strange garments and thought with 
greatest anxiety of his errand. He had 
come to see a young man of his congrega- 
tion, convicted of forgery. The heart- 
broken parents had begged him to visit the 
prison, hoping the peace of the gospel might 
reach even his gloomy cell. As the min- 


ister kindly greeted him, the youth scarcely 
replied, but gazed with a sort of defiance. 
He began giving the mother’s tender mes- 
sage, with the interest all the church felt in 
his welfare. At last the prisoner broke out: 
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“Do you know you were what did it?” 
“What have I done?” replied the pastor, 
striving to understand his strange language. 


“I began the business,” returned the 
youth, speaking very loud, “in your Sunday- 
school. Don’t you remember the Sunday- 
school fair, when they first set up raffling 
and hid a gold ring in a loaf of cake? Just 
for twenty-five cents, too, I got a whole box 
of little books. I was pleased with my luck, 
and went in.afterward for churches. Some- 
times I gained and sometimes I lost. Money 
I must have for lotteries. I was half-mad 
with excitement, so I used other folks’ 
names—and here I am. Don’t let the 
church come blubbering around me. They 
may thank themselves—their raffling was 
what did it; it ruined me!” 

Do not many of the churches in some 
measure pander to the worldiness of their 
members, and others who are not so related 
to them, and thus strengthen this most un- 
Christly and soul-destructive spirit? Has 
not the world been brought into the church? 
Why the operatic music? Much of it you 
can’t understand a single word, there is no 
divine worship in it. Why have billiard 
tables? It may be answered that these 
things, with entertainments that tend to de- 
velop a taste for theater-going, are in 
churches to draw to them the people, old 
and young. Well, they may be sincere who 
use these methods, but these methods have 
nothing of the Christly way in them. St. 
Paul said, “If ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of God. 
Set your affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth.” N. B. v. 3. “For ye 
are dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God” (Col. 3:1-8). To preach Christ 
crucified, Paul’s method, is the only way 
Jesus suggested of drawing men to Him 
and His Church, and the only method 
whereby men can be saved. The great 
Originator teaches how the world is to be 
drawn to Him and hence to His Church. He 
said: “And I, if I be lifted up, will draw 
all men unto me.” “If any man preach 
any other gospel unte you than that ye have 
received, let him be accursed.” So saith 
Paul. In the days when Christianity was 
making rapid strides wherever the gospel 
was preached, the ministry, led by the Holy 
Spirit, had confidence in the power of the 
Word. The preacher expected men to be 
converted and led to Christ while he preach- 
ed. He did not preach as a matter of course, 
and look on an after-meeting, a special re- 
vival season, or the coming of some one to 
conduct his service, to see success. He firm- 
ly believed himself called to preach what is 
the power of God unto salvation, and when 
he preached, before doing so he had been on 
his knees with God for some time. He ex- 
pected to fulfill its functions. He was con- 
fident God would work through him, and 
that he would not have to wait until some 
one else should come to see people saved. 
Only a few weeks ago I heard a statement 
made, thus: “Modern evangelism saves 
men now,” etc. By appearance, the state- 
ment was indorsed. We that are a bit older 
and have been sailing on the old ship of 
Zion for a number of years, and have 
been dashed against the waves and have 
seen the life-boats lowered, know whether 
men have been saved, or simply gone after 
them, etc., etc. 

Those who don’t believe in the divinity of 
Jesus Christ, or the diyine authority of the 
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Bible, the great fundamental truths of our 
religion to which they subscribed on becom- 
ing ministers, they now ignore, a visit to 
Griswold, Iowa, will convince. I must close. 
Before doing so, I ask you to think of the 
numbers of barren churches there are! 
Think of many within whose borders a soul 
is never born into the Kingdom of God, in 
which the preacher never sees the tear of 
penitence in the eye of a sinner convicted of 
sin, except when they employ Billy Sunday 
to do the work, with the old gospel of the 
son of God. Think of those who are looking 
about for churches fitted to this hand, with 
modern machinery, etc. 


Is the ministry declaring to the people the 
gospel of the Son of God? This is the mes- 
sage the anointed ministers of Jesus were 
to carry to men in all the earth. Its truths 
only have in them that which saves. The 
man who does not believe in the Bible has 
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no authority for this message. There may 
be learned preaching; there may be ethical 
preaching; there may be metaphysical 
preaching; there may be scientific preach- 
ing; but it is only gospel preaching that 
can save the world. Under any other 
preaching churches may fall to pieces, and 
hell be hilarious over the fall. 

Hear the ringing words of Rev. A. B. 
Brown, of London: 


Come out, is the call for to-day. Sanctify 
yourselves. Put away the evil from you, 
cast down the world’s altars and cut down 
her groves. Spurn her offered assistance. 
Renounce all the folly of the age. Trample 
upon Saul’s armor. Grasp the Book of God. 
Trust the Spirit who wrote its pages. Fight 
with his weapons always only. Cease to 
amuse and seek to arouse and save. Shun 
the clap of a delighted audience and listen 
for the sobs of convicted souls. Give up 
trying to please men who have only the 
thickness of their ribs between their souls 
and hell.

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THE WONDER-WORKING SPIRIT

Everything about God’s plan of redemp- 
tion is wonderful. “Many, O Jehovah my 
God, are the wonderful works which thou 
hast done.” (Ps. 40:5.) “His name shall 
be called wonderful,” writes Isaiah. (Isa. 
9:12.) “And all that heard it wondered at 
the things which were spoken unto them by 
the shepherds” concerning the child Jesus. 
(Luke 2:18.) With an overflowing heart 
and a facile pen, contemplating the marvels 
of God’s great and tender love, Joseph Addi- 
son writes: 


When all thy mercies, O my God, 
My rising soul surveys, 

Transported with the view, I’m lost 
In wonder, love, and praise. 


The wonderful things Jesus did amazed 
the multitudes who witnessed His works of 
mercy and power. (Matt. 15:31; Luke 9: 
43.) And when the Spirit came down from 
Heaven on the Day of Pentecost, “the natal 
day of the Christian Church,” wonder seized 
the multitudes that had gathered from every 
nation under heaven.” (Acts 2.) 


“Is the modern church,” asks Dr. Jowett, 
“the center of similar interest and wonder? 
Is there any awed and mesmerie rumor 
breathing through the streets, stirring the 
indifferent heart into eager questionings? 
The modern church claims immediate kin- 
ship and direct and vital lineage with that 
primitive fellowship in the upper room. 


Does she manifest the power of the early 
church ?” 


Much might be replied, both pro and con, 
to Dr. Jowett’s pertinent questions. We do 
not intend to discuss them, but simply to 
remark that we have convincing proof of 
the presence of the wonder-working Spirit 
in the world to-day, and to reproduce, in 
substance, one thrilling narrative from real 
life in illustration thereof. The story was 
told Mr. Harold Begbie by the happy man 
whose eyes were opened and who was turned 
from darknes to light and from the power of 
Satan unto God by the mysterious working 
of the divine Spirit. 


This man was editor of a paper in an 
Asiatic city. Impending war had brought 
into this Mongolian town soldiers from 
nearly all the countries of the world. Vice 
of every kind flourished. The place swarm- 
ed with iniquity. “The air was vile with a 
corruption of men’s souls, the deviltries of 
hell smoked in the eye of Heaven, you could 
almost smell the rot of decaying spirits.” 
The editor in question lived a life that was 
fairly decent, honorable, and pure. In addi- 
tion to his duties as editor he was a volun- 
teer in the English army and took his part 
in the drills and, as a student of world pol- 
itics, he was deeply interested in the stirring 
events going on around him. In the mean- 
time he was living the life of the average 
man of the world, mingling in its pleasures, 
but not one whit interested in either morals 
or religion. 


Imperceptibly there came into his mind a 
sense of uneasiness, restlessness, dissatis- 
faction. He cannot tell just when this 
change began to manifest itself in his soul. 
It was there, a real and strong feeling, when 
he began to consider the doing of a criminal 





deed to which he was tempted. While that 
act was being contemplated and debated in 
his mind the immemorial conflict between 
good and evil was a tremendous reality in 
his own nature. “He felt the tug of his 
higher nature and heard the judgment of 
conscience.” 

During this debate there came to him a 
deep conviction of his own sinfulness. He 
saw himself as a morally diseased man. He 
was led to self-examination and as a result 
he recognized his moral rottenness and ab- 
horred himself as Job once did. (Job 42:6.) 

Now mark another step in the history of 
this soul. He seriously considered taking 
his own life. He went to the armory and 
brought away his own rifle. Alone in his 
room he practiced putting the muzzle in his 
mouth and his toe on the trigger, the piece 
being unloaded. Suicide was considered but 
only “as a remotely possible issue.” In the 
meantime he was taking stock of his own 
moral nature and feeling his soul’s pulse. 

Presently he became aware of his own 
helplessness and the need of a higher Power. 
He was led to pray, but first he prayed to 
a star. Gradually he became interested in 
religion and began to attend church. 

One day a missionary who had a Chinese 
college in the town came into his office with 
a little yellow leaflet which he wished print- 
ed. The leaflet contained texts from the 
Bible. In reading the proof one of the texts 
arrested the editor’s attention. This text 
gave him a new and sudden light on the 
meaning of life. Another text caught his 
eye and gripped his soul. The words were: 
“Stand still and see the salvation of the 
Lord.” He could not shake off the impres- 
sion conveyed to mind and heart by that 
command which, he felt, was addressed to 
himself. It seemed to him a command not 
to be actively making a chart of his own 
spiritual condition, but to give God an op- 
portunity to be heard by standing still and 
awaiting the will of God. 

He was in the habit of sleeping on the 
roof of his house during the cool summer 
nights. One morning in the early dawn be- 
fore sunrise he awoke with the thought of 
Jesus Christ in his mind. He was aware 
that on that roof there stood and breathed 
the Son of Man. He raised his head from 
the pillow to see if the Presence were visible. 
No form could be seen, no sound heard, but 
he was sure he was not alone. Indeed, he 
tells us, that in that early morning, on that 
roof, the presence of Jesus Christ was more 
real to him than anything or anybody 
else. And that Divine Presence, that Divine 
Person, brought into his soul a sweet, rich 
peace he had never before possessed. 

An utterly different man he was there- 
after. A new life, for him, had begun. He 
took his rifle back to the armory, retired 
from the volunteers, and “stood at atten- 
tion.” In the meantime he prayed not to 
the star, but to God, for guidance. 

His prayer was answered and work was 
put into his hands. God, he believed, com- 


missioned-him to use his paper in the inter- 
ests of righteousness and virtue. He visited 
tthe places of evil resort and began to write 
ebout them in his paper. As he expected, 
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the town was up in arms against him. He 
was threatened with the suppression of his 
paper. He was shunned by society. Legal 
proceedings were begun against him. But 
he quietly and steadfastly kept on his way 
trusting in the Invisible Power who appear- 
ed to him on the roof and brought peace to 
his heart. 

In due time he was rewarded by seeing 
one evil place after another closed and their 
keepers leave the town. The circulation of 
his paper increased. In two years the town 
was cleaned up and the influential people 
congratulated him on this good work he had 
done for decency and good order. 

And to whom shall the honor and glory 
be given? To the wonder-working Spirit 
Divine. He who convinces of sin, righteous- 
ness, judgment, who reveals Christ, who 
guides men into all truth, who makes Bible 
texts luminous with heavenly light, who, 
like a sword, cuts moral ulcers out of the 
soul and who makes the Invisible real—He 
it was who wrought such a blessed trans- 
formation in that editor’s life.

That is 
exactly what is going to come to ‘pass if 
this nation continues in its evil ways. 

In the past forty or fifty years the people 
have been drifting farther and farther 
away from the true God.

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THE FIRST RESURRECTION =::=> 


By Rev. Jessie B. Van Sickle, Logan, Ohio 


In consideration of this great and im- 
portant subject perhaps it will be well to 
take up the question, “What are the essen- 
tial characteristics and properties of a true 
resurrection?” It is a substantial change by 
which that which was before, and was cor- 
rupted, is reproduced the same thing again. 
It is a change as_ distinguished from 
a@ second or new creation, a substan- 
tial change, as distinguished from all ac- 
cidental alterations—a change of that which 
was and hath been corrupted, because 
things immaterial and incorruptible cannot 
be said to rise again, and a reproduction 
of the same thing again, as distinguished 
from the production of something else, out 
of the same matter. 

We are all aware, no doubt, that in these 
last days, there are many various and dif- 
ferent opinions as to the time, manner, etc., 
of the resurrection of the dead. But when 
we get the light on the premillennial com- 
ing of Jesus, we will also get light on a 
number of kindred truths that go along 
with it, and make all other Bible doctrines 
harmonize perfectly and fit into their right 
places. Now, if you have the post-millen- 
nial or some other view on this subject, you 
will always be confused and have trouble 
with these most important doctrines. It is 
impossible for one to get a true understand- 
ing of the Bible teaching of the resurrection 
of the dead, both for saints and for sinners, 
except in the light of the premillennial com- 
ing of our Lord. 

The notion that all the dead, good or bad, 
are to be raised at the same time, and 
which is held by so many churches, is utter- 
ly contrary to the words of Scripture, and 
the expression of a “general resurrection” 
is not found in the Bible, and is contrary 
to Scripture, although you will find it in 
the prayer-books of both Catholic and Prot- 
estant churches. 

Now, the Bible does teach that all the 
dead will be raised, and the time is com- 
ing in the new earth when there will not be 
a dead body in all the earth, but it teaches 
a great difference, both in time and char- 
acter between the resurrection of the right- 
eous and the wicked. Many, without 
searching the Bible on the subject, simply 
suppose that the first resurrection is a term 
expressive of the new birth, or the raising 
of the human spirit from its death in sin, 
to newness of spiritual life. It is true, the 
resurrection is a type and illustration of 
the new birth, and is thus used by Paul in 
Eph. 5:14. The word “resurrection” is 
never applied to the new birth, or to the 
human soul, but the term “resurrection” is 
applied always to a dead human body. 
Then there are so many people who are 
careless and so lax in their religious faith, 
and say it does not matter what one be- 
lieves on this subject, if he only has what 
is called a good experience, not knowing 
that Satan can give a fictitious experience, 
and that no real, true Christian character 
can be had apart from a sound faith in 
Bible doctrine. True holiness is to be con- 
formed to the image of Christ, and this 
image is produced by a genuine faith in all 
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the Word of God, and a false or partial 
faith can never bear the fruit of a full 
Christian life. Our real salvation and faith- 
fulness depend upon a true faith in Christ 
and in His words as given in Scripture. 
Now, if we would make this subject plain, 
let us notice a few things. In every place 
in Scripture where the resurrection is men- 
tioned, that of the saints is always put be- 
fore the resurrection of the wicked. Daniel 
12:1, 2 says: “At the time of the end of 
the age, many of them that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt;” but the literal transla- 
tion is, “These (7. e., the righteous) shall 
awake to everlasting life, and those (7. e., 
the wicked) to everlasting disgust or loathe- 
someness,” which plainly shows the differ- 
ence between the character of the bodies of 
the saints and the bodies of the wicked; but 
you see the resurrection of the saints is put 
first. 


In Psalm 1: 5 David tells us, “The ungod- 
ly shall not stand (7. e., stand up) in the 
Judgment, nor sinners in the congregation 
of the righteous;” that is, at the second 
coming of Jesus, and when the Judgment 
tribulation begins, the congregation of the 
righteous will rise from the dead, and stand 
up, but the ungodly will not stand up with 
them. 


Jesus, in speaking of the resurrection, 
said, “There shall be a resurrection of the 
just and of the unjust, but He always put 
the just first. Paul says, “The dead in 
Christ shall rise first” (1 Thess. 4:16). 
Everywhere in the Scripture where the 
righteous and wicked are mentioned in con- 
nection with the resurrection the righteous 
are always mentioned first. 


Now, to prove that the first resurrection 
never applies to the new birth is very easy, 
for the Bible tells us we must be holy in 
order to get into the first resurrection. 
“Blessed and holy is he that hath part in 
the first resurrection; on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of God, and of Christ and shall 
reign with Him a thousand years” (Rev. 
20:6). Now, the first resurrection cannot 
mean the new birth, for here we see it is 
necessary that we be blessed (justified) and 
holy, in order to meet the conditions re- 
quired to entitle us to a place in the first 
resurrection. As Christ must have the pre- 
eminence in all things, so in God’s dealings 
the righteous must come first, and not only 
that, but the most righteous always precede 
the less righteous. 


When Jesus comes in the rapture, and 
thus ushers in the Judgment period, He will 
judge His saints first, because judgment 
must begin at the house of God (1 Peter 
4:17). He will judge the highest-rank 
saint, the ten-pound saint, for his reward 
first, then the five-pound saint, after that 
the one-pound saint, and then those who are 
His enemies. So not only in the resurrec- 
tion, but in all of God’s dealings, judgments, 
rewards, etc., the righteous always come 
first and the wicked after. 
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WHO IS CONCERNED? 


Now, if the righteous are to be raised 
before the ungodly, it would be natural and 
imperative that the former should be called 
a resurrection from or out of the dead, the 
rest of the dead being left until a future 
time. And this the Bible most plainly 
teaches by the use in the Greek text of two 
little words, ek and ton. When the resur- 
rection of Jesus and His saints are referred 
to, the word is ek nekron, which means out 
from, or out of the dead. This word is 
never used in regard to the wicked. In 
every passage where the resurrection of 
Christ is mentioned, it is said, He was rais- 
ed “from the dead,” that is, He was raised 
out from among the other dead bodies. 

When the resurrection is applied only as 
a mere doctrine, it is called the resurrection 
“of? the dead, the Greek word being ton 
nekron (Heb. 6:2). This word may be 
applied to both classes—godly and ungodly 
—because all will be raised. 

Blackstone tells us the phrase ek nekron 
is used altogether forty-nine times: Thirty- 
four times to express Christ’s resurrection, 
whom we know was thus raised out from 
the dead. Three times to express John’s 
supposed resurrection, who, as Herod 
thought, had been raised, out from the dead. 
Three times to express the resurrection of 
Lazarus, who was also raised out from the 
dead. Three times, it is used figuratively, 
to express spiritual life out of the deadness 
of sin. 

Rom. 6: 183—“‘As those that are alive from 
the dead.” Rom. 11: 15—“Life from the 
dead.” Eph. 5: 14—“Arise from the dead.” 
Luke 16: 31—Parable of rich man, “Though 
one rose from the dead.” Heb. 11: 19— 
Abraham’s faith that God could raise Isaac 
from the dead. 


The remaining four times it is used to 
express a future resurrection out of the 
dead. See Mark 12:25, Luke 20:35, 36. 
In Acts 4:1, 2, the Sadducees were grieved 
because Peter and John “preached through 
Jesus the resurrection which is from among 
(the) dead.” And in Phil. 3: 11 it is used in 
a@ very significant manner. Our version 
renders it, “resurrection .of the dead,” which 
is especially wrong according to all the old- 
est Greek manuscripts. The Greek preposi- 
tion ek occurs here in a duplicate form and 
the literal translation is the out resurrection 
from among the dead, which peculiar con- 
struction of language gives a special em- 
phasis to the idea that this is a resurrection 
out from among the dead. So you see the 
Holy Spirit by those two little words ek 
and ton puts a mark of difference between 
the righteous being raised out from among 
the other dead ones, and then the last resur- 
rection which is not spoken of as being out 
from the dead, but simply of the dead. 

That no unrighteous ones shall have part 


in the “first resurrection” is evident from 
Luke 20:36. “They are the children of 


God,” and equal unto the angels.” So you 
see it is a resurrection of a select class only 
—the righteous, and so Jesus calls it a 
resurrection of the just (Luke 14: 14). Paul 
calls it a “better resurrection.” It is the 
resurrection of those that are Christ’s at 
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His coming—“The dead in Christ,” who 
shall “rise first.” You will notice that 
Daniel (Dan. 12:1, 2) does not speak of 
all the dead being raised at the second com- 
ing of Jesus in tribulation, but he speaks of 
them as those righteous ones, who, as John 
says, are the blessed and holy which are to 
have part in the first resurrection. 


Now as to the length of time between the 
first-and the last resurrection. The Bible 
tells us the difference in time between the 
just and the unjust is a thousand years 
(Rev. 20: 4, 7). Some object to this on 
the ground that it is only stated once in the 
whole Bible, and that Revelation is a book 
so symbolical, that we must not rely upon 
it for such an important fact. But, even if 
this is the only place where the time is men- 
tioned, is not that enough? We accept other 
facts mentioned only once without serious 
questioning, Why not this? The prophets, 
and even our Lord, do not tell us the lengih 
of time between the two resurrections, for 
it was left for John to give us the finished 
statements of Bible truth, and in Revelation 
we have the last and perfect statements of 
prophetic truth, given by Christ through 
John. Remember, He says, “Behold, I come 
quickly; blessed is he that keepeth the say- 
ings of the prophecy of this book” (Rev. 
22:7). So, brethren, let me say to you, 
“Heed this one passage, even though it does 
pierce through your established opinions.” 
Don’t reject it. Revelation is God’s word of 
prophecy, immovable as the mountains, yes, 
more, for these shall pass away, but the 
Word of our Lord endureth forever. Halle- 
lujah! 


So if we will carefully and prayerfully 
study Rev. 20, it will forever settle the truth 
of the first resurrection of the saints, and 
of the last resurrection of the ungodly, to 
every one who will believe the Bible. 


Now, if we study closely the passages 
bearing on the first resurrection, we find it 
consists of various sections, similar to the 
way the railroads run their long trains. In 
making up the long trains which leave our 


* great cities, they divide them into sections; 


the first-class passengers in Pullman cars, 
who pay extra fare, in the first section; the 
first-class passengers who take day coaches 
at ordinary fare in the next section, and 
then comes the immigrant trains, or sec- 
ond-class passengers. This illustrates the 
words of Scripture in connection with the 
different ranks in the resurrection of the 
righteous. They will rise according to their 
rank, every one in his own order. Paul 
tells us the resurrection of the righteous is 
similar to the gathering of the harvest in 
Palestine, which consisted of the first-fruits, 
gathered before all the harvest was ripe, 
and taken up to the tabernacle and present- 
ed as an offering unto the Lord. Then 
came the regular harvest, which was gath- 
ered in, then a little later came the glean- 
ing of the fruit which was not ripe at 
harvest time. “But now is Christ risen 
from the dead, and become the first-fruits 
of them that slept. For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be made alive. 
But every man in his own order; Christ 
the first-fruits, afterwards they that are 
Christ’s at His coming; then cometh the 
end” (1 Cor. 15:20, 24). So you see here 
the resurrection of the righteous agrees 


with the harvesting of grain and fruit in 
Palestine. 

Now, the first-fruits are gathered before 
the ripened harvest, and consist of the res- 
urrection and ascension of Christ and the 
company of saints which He raised from the 
dead and took up to heaven with Him 
(Matt. 27:52, 53) to be the first-fruits. 
Now, if these saints, which Matthew tells 
us about, rose from the dead just after the 
resurrection of Christ, they surely did not 
die again, for he tells us when Christ died 
there was an earthquake and the graves 
were opened and many (not all) bodies of 
the saints which slept arose, and went into 
the holy city, and appeared unto many. 
Christ must rise first, for in all things He 
must have the preeminence, but very soon 
after He arose this body of saints also arose 
and appeared to many people. Paul gives us 
another fact concerning these risen saints. 
When “Christ ascended on high, He led cap- 
tivity captive,” or as the margin reads, “He 
led a multitude of captives up with Him” 
(Eph. 4: 8), for Christ first descended into 
the lower parts of the earth, which does 
not mean the grave, but down into the heart 
of the earth, where all the souls of the dead, 
both good and bad were kept, from Abel, 
who was the first, on down to the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, and then Jesus ascended up 
far above all heavens, leading with Him 
into Paradise the disembodied spirits of the 
righteous dead and also the company of 
saints Matthew referred to which constitut- 
ed the first-fruits, who are now in heaven 
waiting for the harvest. 


Then again Paul says there will. be the 
harvest of resurrected saints at His coming, 
and after that the gleaning of saints that 
will be slain in the great tribulation period, 
and resurrected to complete the full harvest- 
gathering of the first resurrection. If you 
will carefully study Revelation, you will see 
that John describes the same order. In 
Rev. 4: 1-4, a door was opened in heaven, 
and the first-rank saints were told to “come 
hither,” and that company was all saved 
men, including the living creatures, and the 
gold-crowned elders. And then in Rev. 
7: 14-17 is another company raised in the 
tribulation judgment, and they stood before 
the throne. Then in Rev. 20: 4 we see a com- 
pany of martyrs raised from the dead and put 
on thrones, and in connection with this last 
company John says, “This is the first resur- 
rection.” Is it not clear that the saved of 
all ages are raised from the dead in dif- 
ferent sections—Christ the first-fruits, then 
the harvest, then the gleaning? 

There is another point in connection with 
the first resurrection which especially re- 
fers to the degrees of righteousness, and the 
various ranks of rewards which the saints 
are to have in the coming Kingdom. In the 
passage where Paul says, “Each believer 
will be raised in his own order,” according 
to the Greek, the word “order’’ should be 
“rank.” The Bible teaches that there will 
be multiplied degrees and ranks in the heav- 
enly Kingdom, which are not known in this 
life, for Jesus says many who rank as the 
last here will rank first in heaven. But in 
the resurrection every risen saint will have 
in his glorified body a mark or something 
to tell his exact rank in the Kingdom. Paul 
referred to this truth in Phil. 3: 10-15, the 
literal meaning of which implies not only 
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a place in the first resurrection, but a first- 
rank place in that resurrection. 

Jesus, when answering the Sadducees 
(who were soul-sleepers and supposed that 
if there was a resurrection the same laws 
of the flesh which prevail now would be 
perpetuated), told them that they who shall 
be counted worthy (literally extra worthy) 
to obtain that age (the word “world” should 
be “age”) and the resurrection out from 
among the dead, 7. e., the first resurrection 
—‘“they neither marry nor are given in 
marriage, neither can they die any more, 
but are equal unto the angels” (Luke 20: 
27-37). Jesus plainly teaches that there is 
a fitness to be acquired in this life for 
special places of glory in the resurrected 
state. It doesn’t require any grace to have 
a place in the resurrection, because every 
sinner will be raised, but it does require 
that we be blessed—converted and holy—to 
have a place in the first resurrection, and 
we must be like the apostles in faith and 
love and be conformed to the death of Christ 
to have a place in the first rank of the first 
resurrection. Brother, how is it with you? 
Do you measure up to the requirements laid 
down in God’s Word? If you were suddenly 
to step from time into eternity, would you 
have a place in the first resurrection? Let 
us carefully and prayerfully examine our 
hearts and if we do not measure up to the 
standard of God’s Word, let us get busy 
at once, for His coming draweth nigh, and 
there will be no time for preparation when 
He comes. “Lo, I come quickly and my re- 
ward is with me.”

——tThe American tank steamer Petrolite, 

8,710 tons, has been sunk by a German sub- 
marine. Reports state that one boat with 
eighteen men, the third mate, and the chief 
engineer, had been landed and two boats 
with an unstated number of men were miss- 
ing. 
The prospective wheat crop of the 
United States this year was forecast June 
8 by the Department of Agriculture at 656,- 
000,000 bushels, combining a revised esti- 
mate of the badly damaged winter wheat 
crop and the first estimate of the new spring 
wheat crop, based on June 1 conditions. 








The steel helmets adopted by the 
French and British weigh from one and a 
quarter to one and a half pounds each. The 
materials used consist of plates of steel for 
the convex helmet and for the visor and 
neck-piece, leather and cloth for the lining, 
and aluminum for the waving plaquettes 
that form the springs between the lining 
and the interior surface of the steel. 





Important revisions in the plan for 
training the draft army have been made by 
the War Department. Instead of thirty- 
two cantonments there will be but sixteen, 
on account of the lack of funds and ma- 
terial, labor, and transportation facilities to 
take care of more men. Four of the sixteen 
cantonment sites provided for under the new 
plan already have been selected, and choice 
of the others is expected soon. Four places 
are at American Lake, Wash.; Atlanta, Ga.; 
Ayre, Mass., and Wrightstown, N. J. 





Potato peelings from all of the large 
hotels in New York are being saved for 
Cabot Ward, park commissioner, it was 
said. The peelings are being planted in the 
place of seed potatoes in community gardens 
under the supervision of the park depart- 
ment. This new economy began several 
weeks ago, when the chef of a large uptown 
hotel sent potato peelings from his kitchen 
to an experimental garden plot on Staten 
Island. The results of this experiment 
caused Commissioner Ward to requisition 
the peelings supply for his vacant-lot gar- 
dens. 


——Herbert Hoover, head of the govern- 
ment food administration, was assured by 
President Charles Lathrop Pack, of the Na- 
tional Food Garden Commission that at 
least $250,000,000 worth of vegetables 
would be added to the country’s food crop 
this year from hitherto unusued back yards 
and vacant lots in cities and villages 
throughout the United States. Measures 
were discussed to prevent the glutting of 
markets and wasteful competition between 
the product of home gardens and the vege- 
table crops raised by “regular” farmers and 
truck gardeners. 


——Baby Lloyd Keet, of Springfield, Mo., 
who was kidnapped a week ago, was found 
dead, June 9. The child had been drowned 
in a well on an abandoned farm at least 
four days previous, according to the findings 
from an autopsy, when the band of kid- 
nappers who took him from his home Wed- 
nesday night, May 30th, feared capture. A 
mob gathered and wanted to hang the pris- 


oners held in suspicion, but was prevented. 
The father, a wealthy retired banker, offer- 
ed to pay any ransom sum demanded and 
promised at one time that he would not 
press the prosecution if the baby should be 
returned to him. The parents are grief- 
stricken at the terrible fate of their child. 





General Pershing and his party ar- 
rived at a port in Great Britain June 8. 
The American general and his party were 
received by the officers of the port, the gen- 
eral commanding the district, and the 
mayor. When he arrived in London in the 
afternoon, he was welcomed by Walter 
Hines Page, the American ambassador, and 
English officials, including Lord Brooke, who 
will be attached to General Pershing’s staff 
during his stay in England. The trip over 
the Atlantic was an uneventful one. 





Secretary of Navy Daniels has tight- 
ened the screws on enemy spies when he 
promulgated stringent regulations which 
will prevent persons in the navy from dis- 
cussing naval and military matters even 
with members of their own immediate fam- 
ily. His order followed a statement saying 
that a plot of disloyalty was afoot in the 
nation to spread stories of disaster involv- 
ing the American navy. Stories of the sink- 
ing of battleships which were not true were 
cited as instances. The order is a direct 
result of apparent leaks to Germany on 
such information as destroyer movements. 





A miner’s torch exploded and caused 
a fire in a mine in North Butte, Montana, 
June 7. All hope that any of the unaccount- 
ed for miners, believed to number more than 
175, had escaped from the mines was aban- 
doned June 9, when the helmet men pene- 
trated to the 7,200-foot level of the Specu- 
lator mine from adjoining mines, waded 
through water up to the armpits, encounter- 
ed strong gas, and saw many bodies which 
they were unable to recover. Forty dead 
had been taken out up to June 9. It is 
believed that the mine damage will exceed 
one million dollars. The Granite Mountain 
shaft, 3,600 feet deep, was a roaring chim- 
ney that night. On June 10, twenty-eight 
were rescued alive. 


Control of exports was given the gov- 
ernment, June 12, when the Senate finally 
approved the administration’s espionage bill, 
with its embargo clause. The measure, now 
sent to the President for his signature, puts 
into the hands of the Executive a weapon 
by which it is intended to stop supplies from 
entering Germany through neutral coun- 
tries. Passage of the bill removes, to a 
great extent, the necessity of the British 
blockade, since the United States, originator 
of most of the exports that reach the neu- 
trals, will be in position, with the aid of 
British machinery established during the 
three years of the war, to see that the coun- 
tries are supplied with just enough food and 
materials for their own needs. 





——tThe period of leniency ended June 
11 for men between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty, inclusive, who failed to register 
for the war army June 5. Provost Marshal 
General Crowder sent to the governors of

all the States a message asking them “to 
inaugurate from to-morrow a vigorous, ag- 
gressive, and effective enforcement of the 
penal clause of the selective service law 
against all who have by their failure to reg- 
ister brought themselves under those pro- 
visions.” The penalty for failure to reg- 
ister on June 5 is imprisonment for a year 
and enforced registration, but General 
Crowder immediately after registration day 
recommended that local boards provide fur- 
ther opportunity for delinquents. 


——The American Red Cross Commis- 
sion, which is to make preparations for the 
coming of American troops to the European 
battle-fields and to contribute America’s 
relief to the destitute of France is on its 
way across the Atlantic. It will work on 
similar lines to the commission for the 
relief of Belgium, and will have represent- 
atives in every district in France and other 
countries where need is immediate. For the 
American troops, it will provide centers of 
recreation and amusement and assemble 
medical resources for emergencies. It will 
maintain headquarters for the period of the 
war to direct on the ground the vast relief 
the United States is to render. At the 
head of the commission is Grayson M. P. 
Murphy, vice-president of the Guaranty 
Trust Company, of New York, now a major 
in the army. 





San Salvador, the capital of the re- 
public of Salvador, with a population of 
more than 60,000 has been totally destroyed 
by an earthquake which commenced at seven 
o’clock, June 7, and continued throughout 
the night, according to information receiv- 
ed in the United States from the President 
of Nicaragua. Neighboring towns and vil- 
lages, as well as the town of Santa Tecla, 
were destroyed. Reports from Menagua 
and San Juan del Sur, by way of Panama, 
say that hundreds of lives were lost in San 
Salvador. Earthquakes-continued all 


through the night, and volcanoes are in. 


eruption. Communication between Panama 
and San Salvador has been broken. San 
Salvador is about three miles southeast of 
the volcano of San Salvador and is the seat 
of government of the smallest, but most 
densely populated, of the republics of Cen- 
tral America. 


——kKing Constantine I., of Greece, ab- 
dicated his throne June 12 in favor of his 
second son, Prince Alexander. Prince 
George, the Crown Prince, was skipped, pre- 
sumably because of his pro-German sym- 
pathies. Premier Zaimis announced that 
both Constantine and Prince George will 
leave the country at once. It is planned to 
send the fallen monarch aboard a British 
man-of-war, to Switzerland, by way of Italy. 
Constantine’s overthrow was effected by En- 
tente diplomatists. Great Britain, France, 
and Russia demanded that he abdicate, and 
he left his throne without resistance. The 
abdication ends the anomalous situation 


which has long existed in Greece because of 
the refusal of Constantine and his follow- 
ers to acquiesce in full in the demands of 
the Entente Allies for the freedom of move- 
ment of their forces in and through Greece 
and for their safety from attack.

The commencement will be reported in 
the Educational Department by one who can 
speak with authority, and not as a scribe, 
but, inasmuch as the writer had the very 
great pleasure of being present, a word 
from him may not be amiss. 

The campus is brand-new, the cement 
walks are fine, the buildings are in good 
repair, the student body representative, the 
faculty up-to-date, and the outlook never 
better. 

One hundred thousand dollars additional 
endowment, a new gymnasium, and agricul- 
tural department, an increase in attendance 
and greater efficiency along all lines of col- 
lege life are some of the things the manage- 
ment has undertaken. The Board of Trus- 
tees endorsed without mental reservation, or 
vocal expression, the president, faculty, and 
service, and to the limit of their influence 
and ability will stand with the president 
in all his efforts to bring the college to a 
fulfillment of the hopes of its founders. The 
president was released from the duty of 
teaching, and will from now on give his 
entire time to the administration. 

President Hershey preached the baccalau- 
reate sermon on Sunday morning, and was 
highly complimented by an unusually large 
congregation and numerous and sincere con- 
gratulations, all of which were fully deserv- 
ed and thankfully accepted. The sermon was 
a strong one in every particular, one defin- 
ite particular being its freedom from the 
oft-repeated effort to appear scholarly on 
such occasions and deal with scientific rath- 
er than Biblical truth.

A SABBATH DAY AT SHILO 
CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


The Shilo Christian church is one of the 
oldest organizations in the Eastern Indiana 
Christian Conference. It is situated in a 
very fertile and picturesque section of Rar- 
dolph County, and has for more than fifty 
years wielded a moral influence upon the 
life of the community. The church is now 
occupying the third house of worship. The 
first of the three was of logs and was of 
pioneer form and size. The seccnd was 
built of brick, but was found unsafe after 
years of use, and displaced by the present 
frame structure, which was begun and com- 
pleted under the pastoral labors of Rev. 
John R. Cortner. The church is in the 
home neighborhood of the Cortners, the old 
homestead being less than a mile distant 
from the pbuilding. Washington Cortner is 
yet living in the community, though in the 
immediate vicinity of Olive Branck church, 
where he worships and to which Le belongs. 
Rev. John R. Corner is living temporarily 
in the immediate neighborhood. In this 
community was the home of Rev. John A. 
Wetzel, who was son-in-law in the Cortner 
family, and, with his wife, have recently 
passed into the home eternal. 


It was upon the invitation of Rev. John 
R. Cortner that the visit was made, and 
while he is not pastor of the church, he 
takes an active and earnest interest in the 
service. Rev. G. W. Vanderburg is pastor, 
and doing all in his power to deepen the 
spiritual life of the community. The Sun- 
day-school was called to order promptly and 
proceeded in an orderly way throughout the 
opening service, the study period, and the 
closing exercises. Worship was conducted 
at 10: 30 o’clock in the forenoon, and at 8:00 
o’clock in the evening. Rev. Max Shafer, 
pastor at Olive Branch, dismissed his even- 
ing service, and he and his people joined 
in the worship at Shilo, and Rev. Guernsey 
Stevens did likewise. This was a neighbor- 
ly act, which was fully appreciated by Pas- 
tor Vanderburg and his people, as well as 
by the writer. The audience in the fore- 
noon filled the house and in the evening 
chairs were placed in the aisles and every 
available space occupied, and the writer has 
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yet to find more attentive listeners or a 
finer-looking congregation. 

Mrs. Burnett gave a missionary address 
at seven o’clock in the evening, and the 
large congregation responded very sympa- 
thetically to her appeal for a deepening of 
the missionary spirit in the life of our 
churches. The writer was impressed, as he 
always is, with the good that settled pastors 
could do in a community like this. If only 
our churches would build parsonages and 
locate pastors and give them a chance to 
develop the spiritual life of the community, 
the extent of such service would be far 
beyond our most sanguine expectations. It 
is unfair to the community, to the young 
people, to the children, and to the preacher 
to expect him to do the kind of work needed 
to be done when not living in the com- 
munity he serves. Let us arise and build. 
We had a day of blessed fellowship, of spir- 
itual worship, and a very delightful visit 
with Rev. and Mrs. Cortner, who know how 
to make it pleasant for their guests.

Comments 

I. A VISION oF SINCERITY. (Vs. 1-4) 

In the year that King Uzziah died—The 
vision occurred during this year, but the 
account was not written till some time later. 
I saw the Lord sitting upon a throne—The 
prophet had a dream or a vision so vivid 
that it seemed a reality. Many dreams of 
modern times seem so real that while they 
are going on we cannot distinguish them 
from reality. God gave him while awake 
a vision so clear that he could see into the 
supersensible. This is a vision so pure, so 
lofty, and so sublime that it represents the 
expression of a devout worshiper in the 
temple worship. The prophet mused upon 
the meaning and the temple was transfigur- 
ed, the walls went apart, the roof lifted, and 
the Lord sat upon the throne. His train 


filled the temple above him, around him— 
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are expressions of the seraphim, “the burn- 
ing ones.” They are not angels, they are 
rather expressions of the forces of the uni- 
verse waiting there beside the throne of 
God. With twain—With two wings. He 
covered his face, for he is neither able nor 
worthy to look upon God. He covered his 
feet—Humbly, for in that sacred Presence 
he is overwhelmed by a sense of unworthi- 
With twain he did fly—An eager 
service for the Lord. 

One cried unto another—They kept cry- 
ing in responsive song, “Holy, holy, holy, is 
Jehovah of hosts,” and the other throng re- 
sponded, “The whole earth is full of his 
glory.” “Holy” means lifted up, austere, 
exalted above all human infirmity and hu- 
man sin. The whole earth is full of his 
glory—The seraphim were all wings and 
voice, ready to serve and praise him. 
The foundation of the thresholds shook. 
The building was seized with holy awe. The 
house was filled with smoke—No wonder the 
prophet was filled with awe, for when fire 
and water touch there is smoke, as where 
holiness and sin meet there is shame, em- 
barrassment, and confusion. 

II. A VISION OF SIN. (V. 5) 


Woe is me! for I am undone. The holi- 
ness of God, in contrast with the weakness 
of man, makes man conscious of his great 
need for divine purity and power. I am a 
man of unclean lips—Holiness is always a 
rebuke to the sin of man. He was unfit 
to join in the song that the seraphim were 
repeating. A people of unclean lips—Their 
tongue and their conduct were against Je- 
hovah. For mine eyes have seen the king— 
A vision of the glory and purity of the King 
was enough to cause him to cry, “Woe is 
me.” 


III. A VISION OF SALVATION. (Vs. 6, 7) 


A live coal—Fire is a symbol of purifica- 
tion, and with it Isaiah’s lips were purified. 
From off the altar—Where the fire never 
goes out, the heavenly altar is modeled like 
that of the temple. Thine iniquity is taken 
away, and their sin forgiven—Instead of 
laying his guilt in the shape of some victim 
on the altar, the prophet, with a keen sense 
of its inseparateness from himself, presents 
his sin to God on the lips of confession. 
Instead of seeing his sin expiated upon an 
altar, he feels its forgiveness in his own 
nature. Thou delightest not in sacrifice, 
else would I give it; thou hast no pleasure 
in burnt offerings—The sacrifices of God 
are a broken spirit and a contrite heart. 
This was the feeling and this the forgive- 
ness and salvation of the prophet. 


IV. A VISION OF SERVICE. (Vs. 8-13) 


Whom shall I send—This is the purpose 
of the vision, this the end for which life and 
salvation are given, that we may serve oth- 
ers. Tell this people—Judah. Hear ye in- 
deed, but understand not—They would listen 
to the prophet, but did not understand him. 
Make...... shut—It is the style of the 
prophet to state a principle in the form of a 
command. Make the heart of this people 
fat—The fat heart is dull of understanding. 
Make their ears heavy and shut their eyes— 
After many years of preaching and teach- 
ing, his messages fell upon unheeding ears; 
this conviction was forced upon him by the 
failure of the people either to listen or to 
apprehend his spiritual teachings. Lest 
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they see...... and be healed—This commis- 
sion did not come all at once to Isaiah, but 
was a development which grew out of years 
of experience. He is stating a truth that is 
always true relative to the people to whom 
the gospel is preached, hence he places the 
commission upon the lips of God. 

How long?—Surely God will not cast off 
His people forever. He recognizes that 
though his life-work has been performed as 
a duty, the salvation of the people will 
finally come, though it may be long coming. 
He is willing to continue his work as long 
as God desires him to deliver the divine 
message.

Heb. 6: 9-20 


The Scripture :— 


But, beloved, we are persuaded better things of 
you, and things that accompany salvation, thouch we 
thus speak. For God is not unrighteous to forget 
your work and labor of love, which ye have shewed 
toward his name, in that ye have ministered to the 
saints, and do minister. And we desire that every 
one of you do shew the same diligence to the full 
assurance of hope unto the end: That ye be not sloth- 
ful, but followers of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promises.

HOW JAPANESE CHILDREN LEARN 
TO WORSHIP IDOLS

One day I heard that some one in America 
had asked this question, “How are the 
Japanese children taught to worship idols?” 
So I thought I would write some things of 
my youth. 

When still a little girl I got up early in 
the morning and washed my hands and face. 
Going to the shrine in my house, I sat down 
very nicely, clasping my little hands to- 
gether and made bows only, not knowing 
how to pray. My mother offered the sacred 
fire and meals every morning before we ate 
our breakfast. There were two rice bowls 
and one tea cup, specially made for the 
shrine, with which she offered the meals 
every morning, and took them away after 
we had our own. Then she put out the 
light carefully with a fan, and never used 
her mouth-wind for fear of defiling the 
light. 


Whenever we had some new fruits or 
cakes, mother never allowed us to eat them 
before they were offered to the shrine. If 
there were only a few, we children had to 
wait until the offerings were taken away 
and given to us. 


I think you have already heard that the 
Japanese people believe that there are eight 
million gods, but we do not worship all these 
at home. There are two gods at least which 
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are worshiped at home. One is Daijingu— 
the ancestor of our Emperor, and the other 
is either the Buddhist, or the Shinto shrine. 
For the school children there is the god 
Tenjen, which we must worship if we want 
to be learned. We have a guardian god in 
our obi-age (sash-holder), so you see we 
have a god wherever we go. 

One day in school, when I was a very 
little girl, some one lost a block of ink 
(which we use for writing). Suspicion fell 
upon us all. Then the teacher said, “Well, 
I will see about it. I have a paper amulet 
and am going to let all of you swallow a 
little piece of it, so that I may know who 
has stolen the ink. On those who did not 
steal, it will have no effect, but the one who 
did, will vomit blood.” 


Oh, how scared we were! But I felt easy. 
Then the teacher brought a cupful of water 
in one hand and the amulet in the other. 
As soon as the teacher came, one child be- 
gan to cry frightfully and handed him the 
hard ink-block which he had hidden in his 
sleeve. Thus we ignorantly feared and 
obeyed gods and charms. 


I am glad that Christianity, which was 
brought from your country, has had a great 
influence over us so that many of the Japan- 
ese are getting very much like Christians in 
their thoughts and actions. 


Only God, the Father of all humanity, can 
make us true men and women through His 
Son, Jesus Christ.

Assuming that distri- 
bution of literature and announcement have 
preceded the Sunday designated, it is still 
possible and advisable to make the day a 
general rally for the cause, with a program 
for all the services. And the day may be 
so helpful that its annual advent will be 
awaited with keen anticipation. 

As a part of our general educational and 
inspirational work the special days still 
have an important place. It is certainly a 
mistake to slide over the dates for the gen- 
eral offerings with silence, or a mere state- 
ment that the weekly offering has super- 
seded the old method. There are always 
people in the audience who do not contribute 
systematically, and they should have oppor- 
tunity as formerly.

The 
churches in the city suspended their even- 
ing services and gave Dr. Newlin the larg- 
est audience we ever saw in the auditorium. 

The Alumni Rally on Monday, led by Rev. 
John Halfaker, president, was marked by a 
large attendance and a spirit of optimistic 
enthusiasm. A stirring address was given 
by the president. The Association will 
furnish a room and have permanent head- 
quarters at the college. 

The Graduate Recital by Miss Bertha 
Dobbrick, expression, Garrett, Ind., and Leo 
Thorne, New Bavaria, O., was another feast 
of good things for lovers of music and art 
in expression. 

A special feature of the Annual Dinner 
of the Board was an address by Dr. Edward 
Richard Edwards, of Logansport, Ind. 

The Class Day Exercises, Monday after- 
noon, were of unusual interest. They omit- 
ted some conventionalities and were brief 
and pointed. 

The salutatory was delivered in choice 
language and style by Bert A. Hartley, of 
Defiance, Ohio. The class poem, by Miss 
Grace Smith, Bluffton, Ind., was a real 
poem beautifully expressed. Emmett D. 
Slyder, Ansonia, O., the first honor man of 
the class, delivered a thoughtful oration on 
“The Sense of Activity.”” The class his- 
tory, by Miss Goldie Rathburn, and the vale- 
dictory, by Miss Frances Miller, were choice 
productions and well rendered. Abram W. 
Sparks, in brief and fitting remarks, pre- 
sented on behalf of the class the Class Me- 
morial, a gift of $1,500. This was received 
by Dr. M. T. Morrill, vice-president of the 
Board of Trustees, in a beautiful and ap- 
propriate address. 

The Annual Concert of the Department 
of Music consisted of five numbers by the 
college orchestra, Prof. W. Hull, 
director, and Wagner’s famous Tannhauser 
by the college chorus, Miss Cora Davies, 
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director. The soloists were Misses Etoile 
Sando, Goldie Rathburn, and Cora Davies, 
and Messrs. Raymond Smith and Klise 
King. This concert was of a high artistic 
order and delighted even the most critical. 

The closing day, Tuesday, began with a 
Graduate Recital by Miss Mildred Brown, 
organ, and Miss Mildred Arning, violin. To 
lovers of pipe organ and violin this was the 
climax of the recitals. The rendition of 
difficult numbers to the delight of the audi- 
ence evidenced the faithful labor of pupils 
and instructors. 

The Commencement Address by Ex-Gov- 
ernor Hanly, of Indiana, was a fitting cli- 
max to a program rich in the best things of 
music, art, and oratory. It was a master- 
piece of clear logic and forceful expression. 

The speaker said in part: 

“Things do not happen. They are caused. 
Your lines are fallen in pleasant places. 
You are the heirs of the ages. You live in 
a land of democracy and freedom—a nation 
which holds in its hands the world’s sub- 
limest hopes. Such a nation did not hap- 
pen into being. Beneath its structure are 
the lives of men sublimely great—Hale, 
Franklin, Madison, Hamilton, Washington, 
Marshal, Lincoln, and others have lived and 
wrought that it might be. 

“There are two theories of government. 
One is the theory of Hapsburg, of Roman- 
off, of Hohenzollern—the theory of autoc- 
racy. This theory makes the state a super- 
structure. All rights begin with and are 
invested in the state. The ruler is a vice- 
gerent by heritage and may, without fault, 
do anything the welfare of the state may 
require. Men are not citizens, but subjects, 
and have no rights save those handed down 
in mercy by the state. The state has no 
limitations save its own will. This theory 
of government has no place in modern 
times. It belongs to the dark ages when 
ignorance and superstition prevailed, and 
when men, at their sovereign’s command, 
fought and died and knew not why. 

“The other theory of government is that 
of democracy, the theory of Jefferson at 
Philadelphia—that men are citizens, not 
subjects, that states are created by men and 
are but expressions of their genius, that the 
mission of the state is not to confer rights 
on men, but to preserve rights that were 
born with men. Its supreme purpose is to 
advance the welfare of all its citizens, to 
whom, as the source of its existence and 
authority, it must be accountable. 

“These two theories of government are as 
widely separated as the poles of the spheres. 
Our world is not large enough for their co- 
existence. Three years ago democracy was 
confronted with autocracy—autocracy or- 
ganized, trained to fight, prepared to impose 
herself upon the world. Democracy might 
have capitulated, surrendered its right to 
live and had peace. But it preferred to die 
free rather than live a slave. War came. 
For three years we looked complacently on, 
content to grow rich on the blood of 
Europe’s democracy. We persuaded our- 
selves that we had no responsibility, for- 
getting that for one hundred and forty 
years we had lived free and taught liberty 
to the nations of the world, and that we 
were now facing the responsibility for our 
own teaching. It could not be that we had 
failed. The crucial hour came. France had 
been bled white. England staggered be- 
neath her load. The revolution in Russia 
suddenly lays bare to the world the real 
issue. We saw it, and arose to the talk. 
Already our sons are in France. Great 
Britain Pushes on to victory by the side 
of those she twice tried to conquer and 
failed. Young men and women, you should 
ask no greater blessing than to live at such 
a supreme period. May God help you to the 
fullest consecration in this climacteric hour 
of the world’s experience. Our globe has 
suddenly grown too small for these two the- 
ories of government. It is for you to say 
which must go. I have the abiding confi- 
dence that when this war is over there will 
be but one theory. Democracy will triumph 
with no boundaries save those of the earth, 
and no place will be found for the lingering 
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remnants of autocracy unless it be some 
lonely St. Helena. 

“We hate neither Germany nor German 
peoples. We war against autocracy, an im- 
possible cult. We drove Spain from our 
shores, not because we hated Spain. She 
had done us no direct injury nor violated 
any international rights; but her autocrac 
had become unbearable. War is too bad. 
Pity that it has to be. Yet in those red 
trenches of Europe ground is being broken 
for that structure of which Tennyson 
dreamed. Out of hatred and malice and 
slaughter there will come a new world, a 
concert of nations, peoples dedicated to 
freedom and covenanting together that war 
shall be no more.” 

The speaker closed with a reference to 
the severe duties and responsibilities that 
will follow the close of the war and the need 
of trained men and women for the task of 
rebuilding a world. 

Dr. Martyn Summerbell, in his usual hap- 
py and impressive style presented the class 
with their diplomas as follews:

THE DEATH OF AN AGED SAINT 


On Sunday, June 3, 1917, at 2: 30 o’clock 
in the afternoon, death entered the home of 
Mrs. J. N. Hess, Summit Street, Dayton, 
Ohio, and bore away to immortal climes 
the spirit of her mother, Mrs. Emma 
Doughton Dickson, in the ninety-fifth year 
of her age, after a long illness, due chiefly 
to the infirmities of advancing age. 

Mrs. Dickson was born Nov. 6, 1822, in 
Rush County, Indiana. She was united in 
marriage with Rev. Bayless L. Dickson, 
August 17, 1843. To this union were born 
three daughters. The husband and one 
daughter preceded her to the spirit world, 
while two daughters, Mrs. J. N. Hess, of 
Dayton, Ohio, and Mrs. Rosetta D. Wil- 
marth, of Chicago, survive her. 

Mrs. Dickson came of good Christian 
Church stock, her ancestry running back to 
the Cane Ridge revival: Her husband was 
a minister in the Christian Church and 
dedicated his useful life to the cause of 
Christ in preaching the gospel. He devoted 
a part of his ministry to the work of an 
evangelist, going from place to place in 
his conference to build up Christian 


churches. He organized the church at 


Argos, Indiana, where Mrs. Dickson held 
her membership to the day of her death, 
and where her husband was pastor for 
fifteen years. 

Till the days when her strength began to 


decline she was an active Christian worker. 


She was specially gifted in prayer and tes- 


timony, and often accompanied her husband 
in her younger days on his evangelistic 
tours, giving him valuable assistance. She 
was also for many long years an active 
Sunday-school teacher. When she could no 
longer take an active part, she kept up a 
good testimony to those about her, ever 
clinging to the Savior as the hope of her 
salvation. 

The last seventeen years of her life were 
spent in the city of Dayton, where she made 
the great surrender of the body to the in- 
exorable demands of age, and went to her 
long home to be with Jesus and dear ones 
who had gone on before. Grandma Dickson, 
as she was lovingly called by her intimate 
friends, was indeed a beautiful Christian 
character, and one of the saintliest women 
of the Church. Her gentleness was one 
proof of her Christlikeness, and if anything 
more were needed to complete her Christian 
character, her patience, under trial and her 
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love for every child of God, would be amply 
sufficient. Hers was a beautiful life, but 
this beauty was the outgrowth of the in- 
dwelling Christ. She had waited long for 
her release from a suffering body, and when 
the end came, it was in harmony with the 
life she lived—so peaceful and quiet that 
it seemed more like going to sleep after a 
long day spent in a toilsome journey than 
like death. She had many friends among 
the ministers and others of the Christian 
Church, for many had met her from time to 
time in the hospitable Hess home. 

One of the best tributes paid to her 
worthy memory was given by the minister 
on the occasion of the funeral services over 
her remains. He said from the Sunday- 
school class, Mrs. Dickson taught almost a 
half century ago, are now to be found some 
of the most substantial and helpful mem- 
bers of the Argos, Ind., Christian church— 
twenty members of said class being present 
in the service, honoring her memory. Sure- 
ly the fruits of her labors appear after 
many days. ‘ 

Funeral services in Dayton were conduct- 
ed on Monday evening, June 4, by Rev. 
McD. Howsare, assisted by Rev. Henry 
Crampton, an old friend of the family, and 
Rev. Pressley E. Zartmann, of the Walnut 
Hills church, Dayton. On Tuesday the re- 
mains were taken to Argos, Indiana, where 
the final services were held on Wednesday 
afternoon; and there by the side of the 
grave of her husband she rests from her 
labors of earth. God bless the memory of 
the departed saint.

Hill, N. H.—The seventieth annual ses- 
sion of the New England Christian Conven- 
tion and Allied Societies opened at Hill, N. 
H., Tuesday evening, June 12, continuing 
until noon of Thursday, June 14. A goodly 
number of ministers and delegates were 
present, and the session was one of unusual 
interest, considerable business of impor- 
tance being transacted. With the exception 
of F. R. Woodward, treasurer, the entire 
board of officers was changed. President 
Peters, after six years of efficient service, 
positively declined to allow his name to be 
used as a candidate for reelection. Dr. Car- 
lyle Summerbell is to take the helm now, 
with Rev. W. J. Hall as mate, and Rev. R. 
G. English to keep the log-book. The de- 
partment secretaries are Revs. D. P. Hurl- 
burt, C. L. Nichols, and P. S. Sailer, for 
Missions, Christian Endeavor, and Sunday- 
schools respectively. The addresses were 
of a high order, and were delivered: by Rev. 
F. H. Peters, D. D., Rev. F. G. Coffin, D. D., 
Rev. D. P. Hurlburt, Rev. Carlyle Summer- 
bell, D. D., Rev. J. W. Reynolds, and Rev.

Ogunquit, Maine—The present pastor, 
Rev. E. H. Macy, expects now to terminate 
churchly relationship here August 1. 
His future plans are at present unde- 
veloped, though he has declined overtures 
from churches in New Jersey and New York 
States. Sunday a. m., June 3, by especial 
request, he gave the baccalaureate sermon 
before the graduates of Wells High, 1917, at 
the Congregational church, Wells. Two 
young men of this township are of the grad- 
uates. The afternoon of the same day he 
officiated at the memorial services over 
Lawrence, one of two brothers, among the 
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“And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament; 
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very first to enlist from this town in 
the War of 1917. The brothers were at the 
Newport, R. I., Naval Training Station, 
when measles and consequent pneumonia 
carried Lawrence away just about five 
weeks from the time of his enlistment.

His brother, ill himself, was allowed 
a furlough, since extended, and is now con- 
valescent from pneumonia, which attack 
necessitated the attendance of a trained 
nurse. Profitable Thursday evening prayer- 
meetings continue to be held in the vestry, 
the treatment of the Christian Endeavor 
topic by Dr. Harper in THE HERALD being 
the basis of the address by the pastor.

Lubec, Maine—-From Lubec couies the fol- 
lowing cheering news, though it is not as 
new as it would have been if through an 
oversight it had not been delayed: 

“On March first we began our fifth year’s 
work in this town.

A unanimous vete 
was taken to increase the pastor’s salary 
one hundred dollars per year, and the clerk 
ordered to report the same to the pastor. 
It was a great surprise, but deeply a; 
preciated. Since the parish meeting three 
ladies have been baptized and united with 
the church, and several others are being 
prepared for a like service. To God be all 
the praise.” 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 


Washington, June 7—The grand march 
and review is on. Thousands of aged vet- 
erans in gray, with G. A. R., and soldiers 
of to-day, marched along Pennsylvania 
Avenue, where marched the conquering 
armies of Grant and Sherman in May, 1865. 
It was the first Confederate reunion held 
north of the Potomac and for the first time 
an honorary escort of Union veterans 
marched with the men they fought fifty odd 
years ago. Uncounted thousands lincd the 
streets and cheered to the echo. The boys 
in Blue and Gray waved the United States 
flag. A more loyal body of men to the 
Union and the Constitution never marched 
the streets of Washington. The house-tops 
and lamp-posts were topped with Old Glory. 
Everything symbolical of union and fra- 
ternity. The bands played “The Stars and 
the Stripes Forever,” “Swanee River,” “Old 
Black Joe,” “My Old Kentucky Home,” 
“Carry Me Back to Old Virginny,” “The 
Girl I Left Behind Me,” “Maryland, My 
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Maryland,” yes, yes, “Dixie” was not for- 
gotten. Laggard feet moved up when 
“Dixie” came. The bands played the old 
tunes and the new. They were led by the 
most noted ef them all, the Marine Band, 
with its members of red-crested coats and 
silver instruments reflecting the glory of the 
day. No camp came without its plaudits; 
no commander rode past without being com- 
pelled to doff his hat. Of course, the daugh- 
ter of General R. E. Lee and Coi. R. E. Lee 
attracted great attention. As the marchers 
passed the President and Vice-Fresident on 
the grandstand, near the White House, the 
cheering was beyond description. The 
cadets of the Virginia Military Institute 
made a wonderful display. One vibrant, 
gripping thing about the parade was the 
participation of 2,500 student officers now 
training within sight of Washingion Monu- 
ment for service in Europe. They marched 
with the confidence of youth in their eyes 
and the zeal of red-blooded patriotism in 
their limbs. This is the first reunion of the 
Confederate soldiers I ever attended. I 
never expect to attend another. I marched 
with the boys from start to finish to-day, 
with the “tar-heels.” I had my Southern 
Cross. of Honor with a little United States 
flag on my breast. I carried, like my com- 
rades, an United States flag in my hand. 
Ample refreshment was at the end of the 
march. This is a time to prepare for war 
and a time to prepare for peace. To pray 
for peace—to teach our soldiers if they 
must fight, to be loyal, kind, and true to all 
in their own country, and to treat their 
worst enemies with such chivalric bravery 
and honor, that they may one day become 
true friends. Once it was thought the peo- 
ple of the North and South would never 
love each other again. The attrition of 
the tide of time has worn off the asperities 
of other days. The North was willing to 
fight and die for the Union. The South was 
willing to fight and die for the Constitution. 
Neither cause was or is a lost cause. They 
are both saved, both stronger, and better, 
than ever before. We are told that France 
and Belgium will never love Germany and 
Austria again, that England and Turkey 
will never be friends. One hundred years 
ago England and Germany were fighting 
France. A few years ago Russia and Japan 
were at war. Now they are allies. Pray 
for peace. Pray that the better angels of 
men may prevail. Time and the grace of 
God can, and will accomplish things which 
mad men think can never be accomplished. 
I cannot set the day, but with all my heart 
and soul I believe a better day is coming. 
The man who says he loves God and hates 
his brother is unhistorical. He must be a 
candidate for a professorship of romance 
languages.—DANIEL ALBRIGHT LONG.

HOLLAND (VA.) LETTER 


The first Sunday in June was a feast day 
for the people of Holy Neck and Damascus, 
as well as for the pastor. At 11 a.m. Holy 
Neck church was filled with earnest wor- 
shipers. The music was good. The preach- 
er felt the divine touch upon his lips. At 
38 p. m. Damascus church was filled. The 
gallery was crowded. People sat in their 
cars at the windows, while many walked 
about the grove. It was Mothers’ Day. 
From far and near the people came. Four 
ladies had prepared to help make the occa- 
sion a success and one to be remembered. 
Not a man, woman, or child was allowed to 
pass in without a white flower upon their 
breast, or two as the case demanded. Never 
before have we seen such respect and such 
cooperation in the observance of Mothers’ 
Day. Special music was rendered by the 
young people, to the edification of all. We 
read the 4th chapter of Judges. The con- 
gregation followed step by step the stirring 
scenes of 3,000 years ago. Jabin the king 
of Canaan, in his royal purple; Sisera, the 
young captain with 900 chariots of iron; 
Deborah the prophetess, dwelling under the 
palm tree; the endless chain of oppre 
Israelites coming to her for judgment. 
Barak with 10,000 men of Naphtali and of 
Zebulun; the river Kishon, running red 
with blood, washing the feet of the majestic 
and historic Mt. Carmel; the tents of the 
neutral Kenite; the clash of arms; the red 
fields of blood and carnage; the moan of the 
dying; the marble faces, with glazed eyes 
—the curtain of onslaught, with spear and 
javelins, by the contending armies; the 
fleeing chariots; the red nostrils of the war- 
mad and battle-stained steeds; the cry of 
victory, that shook the earth—with the 
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gripping, fascinating power of this scene 
upon every one; when we read the 5th chap- 
ter of Judges, their interest was quickly 
shifted, and every ear hearkened to the cry 
of that mother, “The mother of Sisera.” 
(V. 28) “This splendid ode, full of poetic 
fire and vivid dramatic effect; its pictur- 
esque description; its glowing eulogiums, its 
burning patriotism; its striking characters, 
its passion and its pathos; all inspired ad- 
miration”—yet again the audience harkened 
back to the heart-cry of that mother who 
would not be comforted; because her son 
“was not.” With all of the tragedy and 
splendor of the two scenes, “The mother of 
Sisera” attracted our attention, begat our 
homage, courted our sympathy. “Behold and 
see if there be any sorrow like unto my sor- 
row.” This has been the soul-cry of 
Europe’s mothers for two and a half years. 
The pendulum seems to be swinging this 
way slowly, but -nevertheless surely. As 
we write, the daily papers announce that 
over ten million of America’s young men 
have signed the death-warrant of autocracy. 
At the same time they have placed them- 
selves upon the altar of their country. If 
need be they are ready to shed their life’s 
blood in the defence of and for the protec- 
tion of home and mother. This means that 
on this very day, from eight to nine million 
mothers are in the line of march to the 
“window,” there to join “the mother of 
Sisera,” who “looked out at the window and 
cried through the lattice, ‘Why is his chari- 
ot so long in coming? Why tarry the wheels 
of his chariot?’ ” 

May the God of love and peace vitalize 
the trust and faith of our mothers, and fill 
them with a heaven-born resignation, that 
they may be enabled to stand the shock of 
the incoming tide of sorrow, the depths of 
which “Mother” alone with her God can 
fathom.

DR. SUMMERBELL ON CHRISTIAN 
HOME TRAINING 


As Chairman of the Sub-commission of 
the Commission on Christian Education of 
the Federal Council of Churches and as 
New York State’s Superintendent of Rural 
and Family Religion of Young People’s So- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor, Dr. Summer- 
bell has been forced to the forefront as a 
student of one of the growing problems of 
our day—the problem of home-training. 
His own rich and rare experience in rear- 
ing to manhood and womanhood a charm- 
ing family of sons and daughters has been 
a constant inspiration to him, furnishing a 
beautiful perspective of reality and acting 
as a wholesome corrective of quack nos- 
trums so prevalent in the reform market 
to-day. 

Dr. Summerbell’s book is a safe, sane, 
sound book. It insists on having in the 
home what the title implies: Christian 
Home Training. To the author there is no 
other training adequate, thinkable even. 

_The book opens with a discriminating 
discussion of “The Need for Religion.” The 
problem is then outlined in a treatment of 
“Some Causes of Religious Declension.” 
But lest pessimism should becloud the judg- 
ment, the reader is reassured in the third 
chapter that there are at work in our social 
order “Helpful Social and Spiritual Forces.” 
_ Particularly tender is the fourth chapter, 
in which “The Beginning of Christian 
Training” is described. The babe is central 
in the picture and a beautiful picture it is, 
too. The fall.of our first parents is attrib- 
uted to the fact that they had ideal physical 
surroundings without children. It is a new 
view, but who can say it is incorrect? 

The final chapters bring the argument to 
the close. They consider “The Value of 
Home Training and Christian Home Train- 
ing.” The climax is reached in the conclud- 
ing pages, wherein the five characteristics 
of the home that adequately provides Chris- 
tian Home Training are outlined, with fam- 
ily worship, simple, tender, sweet as the 
apex of the whole. 

Dr. Summerbell has written a book that 
will stimulate godliness and quicken the 
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zeal for righteousness in daily life. That 
he has also suggested the principles that 
must underlie this stimulation and quicken- 
ing no one can doubt who reads these illum- 
inating, brilliant pages. 

The book on the mechanical side is all 
that can be desired and the small price of 
seventy-five cents places it within the reach 
of all. I hope all our Endeavorers will pur- 
chase this volume and live by its precepts. 
I hope also that our home-builders, our 
teachers in Sunday-school, and our people 
generally will order this book. 

The book deserves and will have a large

DEAR DocToR BARRETT:—This is now one 
of the nicest and best residential portions of 
the city. My home during the Confederate 
reunion, is here at the pallatial residence of 
Dr. G. W. Kernodle. The Doctor is not only 
a highly trained physician, but a splendid 
and successful business man. His charming 
wife (nee Miss Kate Cobb) comes of heroic 
stock. Her ancestors were Revolutionary 
soldiers. Her. distinguished father served 
as a surgeon in the Mexican war and as a 
captain in the Confederate army. Mrs. 
Kernodle was educated at Graham Normal 
College, Elon College, and at the Woman’s 
Medical College at Baltimore. I received 
her into the Christian Church in 1883, a 
short time before I started to Antioch Col- 
lege. Soon after the Southern Christian 
Convention met at Greensboro, N. C., Mrs. 
Kernodle urged the convention to build a 
Christian church in this part of Washing- 
ton. Dr. 0. W. Powers looked over the mat- 
ter and reported that it was too far out. It 
did look so then. It is hard to realize how 
Washington is growing. There are three 
churches, of other denominations, now 
standing, not very far from the spot where 
“Kate” thought the Christians ought to 
build. Mrs. Kernodle is a power in this 
part of the city. To give a concrete exam- 
ple: In the spring of 1916, an undesirable 
hospital was about to be located in that part 
of the city. To quote from The Evening 
Star of May 1, 1916: “The biggest gather- 
ing of property owners that ever assembled 
in the District Building, united in a vigor- 
ous appeal to the commissioners to go be- 
fore Congress and ask to have the proposed 
municipal hospital located at some other 
site, than the one under consideration, at 
14th and Upsher Streets, N. W.” Eight citi- 
zens’ associations sent delegations to the 
meeting. Many able speakers were called 
on. The tide was turned by “Mrs. George 
W. Kernodle (Kate) representing the 
Mothers’ and Teachers’ Associations. She 
provoked commingled laughter and enthus- 
iasm, when in a peppery speech she said it 
was incredible that people in their sober 
senses could consider such a proposition as 
locating a municipal hospital in a residen- 
tial section. She declared that the 14th and 
Upsher Street neighborhood is one of ‘grass 
widows’ during office hours, and that no 
woman or girl living there would be safe, 
if the community is given an institution car- 
ing for mental cases and patients of an un- 
desirable character.” 

Mrs. Kernodle won the day. When they 
want a speech for missions or woman’s 
rights, they often call on Kate Kernodle. 
At the Confederate reunion she was at all 
times one of the most enthusiastic and help- 
ful Daughters of the Confederacy. Aided 
the hi in feeding the thousands of 
the boys in blue and gray. She marched 
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with the North Carolina Veterans, waved 
the United States flag, and aided the crip- 
pled on the march. The mother of three 
daughters and two sons, her price is above 
rubies. As civilization advances and wom- 
anhood is recognized as not only being a 
helpmeet for, but equal with manhood, Kate 
oe will be heard from on yet broader 
elds.

REV. ALBERT DUNLAP—A TRIBUTE

By some mishap I failed to learn of the 
death of this dear brother, which occurred 
at his home in Columbus, Ohio, Tuesday 
morning, May 15, until the Friday follow- 
ing. This I very much regretted, for 
though, on account of my physical condition, 
I was hardly able to go to the funeral. Yet, 
if I had known it, I would have put myself 
in the care of one of the brethren going 
from our city and have gone, not only to 
show my respect for the deceased, but also 
for his family still living. 

My acquaintance with Dr. Dunlap was 
more than casual. In October, 1890, nearly 
twenty-seven years ago, he was elected by 
The American Christian Convention as a 
member of our Mission Board, at the same 
time that I was made Secretary of the Mis- 
sion Department. On this Board we served 
together for four years. Up to this time 
the Mission Board, as such, had adopted 
no special plans or rules for doing business. 
During this quadrennium the Board took 
some active steps in systematizing its busi- 
ness. Two manuals were prepared, one for 
the home and one for the foreign depart- 
ments. The preparation and publication of 
a sixteen-page children’s day program was 
commenced, which was continued a number 
of years. And The Christian Missionary, 
the denomination’s official missionary maga- 
zine, was launched. 

During this active formative period of 
the Board’s work, the counsel of Dr. Dun- 
lap was an important factor. The meetings 
of the Board, then twice a year, were held 
in our residence. This brought Brother 
Dunlap into our home. Then it was about 
the time that our mission work, which re- 
sulted in the establishment of our present 
Christian church in Columbus, was com- 
menced. This enterprise, being largely, for 
a time, fostered by the Mission Board, the 
writer’s duties as Mission Secretary and 
Treasurer took him many times, during a 
period of years, to our State capital city— 
Columbus, at which times we always found 
a cordial welcome with Brother Dunlap and 
his family in their comfortable home on 
Neal Avenue. 

Yes, I was acquainted with dear Brother 
Dunlap, and always found in him a brother 
and a friend. He was a man of much more 
than ordinary ability. He had a logical 
mind, and was masterly in address, strong 
as an advocate for what he considered to be 
right. When at his zenith he would have 
been a power for the right, and with honor 
to himself and his constituents if serving in 
his State Legislature or in the Congress 
of the United States. 

We wish peace to his memory and sus- 
taining grace to his children and bereaved 
companion.
